he San Francisco Commission 

■ on Aging (COA) and Gay and 

■ Lesbian Outreach for Elders 
(GLOE) will hold a town hall meeting 
at the Francis of Assisi Community 
Center this Friday, January 8 from 
1:30 to 3:30 p.m. The meeting pro¬ 
poses to gather information from se¬ 
niors 55 years and over in order to 
better serve lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
tfansgender (LGBT) seniors. 

In order to obtain a more precise 
picture of the needs of San Francisco’s 
LGBT seniors, the COA has conduct¬ 
ed telephone surveys and has devel¬ 
oped a demographic outline based on 
the survey’s respondents. This outline 
will complement information gath¬ 
ered from the town hall meeting, 
which subsequently will be processed 
and combined in a report that will be 
available to the public. 

“A lot of lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgender seniors are pretty hesi¬ 
tant on identifying themselves when 
it comes to their sexuality,” says COA 
Commissioner Pat Durham, who is 
herself a lesbian. “The town hall 
meeting will give the LGBT seniors an 
opportunity to voice who they are 
and what their interests are, in a sup¬ 
portive environment.” 

“I believe that [LGBT] participa¬ 
tion in the town hall meeting process 
will provide the COA with the infor¬ 
mation needed to shape the area plan 
and to determine future funding pri¬ 
orities for the FY [fiscal year] 1999- 
2000 request for proposal for senior 
services,” says COA Executive Direc¬ 
tor David Ishida. Without this infor¬ 
mation seniors would be unaccount¬ 
ed for, with fewer services.available to 
them. This, Durham and Ishida be¬ 
lieve, would be a grave disservice to 
LGBT seniors. Therefore participa¬ 
tion is vital. 

“This is a wonderful opportunity,” 
concludes Durham. “If seniors want 
more, they need to be counted. The 
town hall meeting is their chance to 
get what they want.” T

G ay and lesbian families joined in in¬ 
augural festivities at Governor Gray 
Davis’s Family Unity Day event on 
Sunday, January 3 at the Railroad 
Museum in Old Sacramento. Davis took the 
oath of office as California’s 37th governor 
Monday, January 4. 

Although it has been reported that gay 
and lesbian families were specifically asked 
to attend the event, trip organizer Charlie 
Spiegel, a San Francisco attorney, says that 
was not the case. “We saw that there was 
going to be an event scheduled for families 
and Cheryl Deaner of All Our Families 
Coalition and our group which is called Our 
Family got the idea that we’d like to attend. 
We felt there should be lesbian and gay fam¬ 
ilies there and we made some calls to some 
people so that we could get access to tickets.” 

Spiegel attended the event alone with his 
22-month-old daughter, Nora - his partner 
Jim Emery, also an attorney, was working. “It 
was high energy,” he said, “there were carni¬ 
val rides, a coin toss with great prizes. It was 
a good time - a kid-oriented event with all 
different kinds of families participating.” 

Spiegel said that a gay and lesbian pres¬

Parade fees waived 
for small nonprofits 


Free float-building

T he San Francisco Lesbian, Gay, Bisexu¬ 
al, Transgender Pride Celebration 
Committee, Inc. mailed applications 
for the 1999 Pride Parade December 
31, and included a New Year’s bonus for small 
nonprofits that participated last year - appli¬ 
cation fees will be waived entirely for those 
groups that return the forms by April 1. 

In another move, the pride committee 
will rent space for organizations to build 
floats later this spring. 

“The abolition of fees for many small 
and struggling organizations will come as a 
tonic to start the new year,” Executive Di¬ 
rector Teddy Witherington said. To be eligi¬ 
ble for the free parade entry, nonprofit or¬ 
ganizations had to have participated in last 
year’s event and have an annual budget 
below $50,000, Witherington explained. 

He said about 50 such groups would be 
eligible for the no-fee program, based on 
last year’s participation. 

In addition to the abolition of fees for 
smaller nonprofits, larger ones will receive 
discounts. The new fee structure also pro¬ 
vides a reduced rate for queer businesses. 
Not only that, but the mailing of the appli¬ 
cation form at the start of the year gives 
everyone plenty of time to get their com- 


space in the spring 

pleted applications in prior to the April 1 
deadline, after which fees go up substantial¬ 
ly as the date for the Pride Parade draws 
closer, said Witherington. 

“We’ll see how it goes this year,” Wither¬ 
ington told the Bay Area Reporter, referring 
to the dropping of fees for small nonprofits. 

“It’s all part of a realignment of priori¬ 
ties,” Witherington continued. “The finan¬ 
cial success of the 1998 event and the retire¬ 
ment of our debt is having a direct impact 
upon those community groups who need a 
break. This is our parade and our commu¬ 
nity should be able to participate within it 
at either no cost or minimal cost. 

“This is a start,” he added. “The long¬ 
term plan is to eventually abolish contingent 
fees for all nonprofits.” 

Witherington said the fee schedule varies 
but that before April 1, for nonprofits with 
annual budgets between $50,000 and 
$250,000, the parade fee is $40. It increases 
to $80 for entry forms received in May, and 
$160 for forms received in June. For larger 
nonprofits with annual budgets over 
$250,000, the parade fee is only $60 if appli¬ 
cations are turned in before April 1. The fee 
then goes to $120 for forms received in May 
and tops out at $240 for entry applications 
received in June. 

Enabling participation doesn’t stop with 
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Project Open Hand volunteers built this float 
for last year's parade. This spring groups 
will have free space to construct their floats.

San Francisco Patrol Special Police. 

Police blocked off Castro 
Street around 10:30 p.m. so that 
New Year’s revelers could spill 
from the sidewalks and into the 
streets, and to prevent car and 
pedestrian-related accidents. 



Some, but not many, problems 
arose. Several street partiers re¬ 
ported youths breaking bottles 
next to All American Boy, result¬ 
ing in the arrest of one juvenile. 

Moby Dick bartenders report¬ 
ed a Christmas tree was set afire 
outside of the bar, scorching a 
parked Mercedes. The arsonist 
was not found, but the bartenders 
are happy to say that the flaming 
that went on inside the bar was 
considerably less dangerous than 
the scene outside. 

A drunk and disorderly patron 
at the Pendulum was reported 
giving the bouncer a hard time. 
The bouncer called the patrol and 
the suspect was later found inside 


The Edge. Bartenders at The Edge 
had the man removed, then re¬ 
turned to their cocktail mixers. 

An irate neighbor of The Bar on 
Castro soaked revelers on the bar’s 
patio by spraying them with a gar¬ 
den hose. The patrons, dripping 
and wet, said they were disappoint¬ 
ed that the neighbor didn’t use his 
hose in a more festive manner. 

Vehicles were once again able 
to traverse the streets around 2:30 
a.m., after the bars had shut down. 

No further occurrences of de¬ 
structive behavior were reported 
and the patrol states that, all in all, 
New Year’s Eve in the Castro was 
safer and more civil than in most 
parts of San Francisco. ▼

Murdered Russian River 
man's estate considers 
private investigator

ontrary to reports in local 
newspapers, the administra- 
|w tor for the estate of a Monte 
Rio bar owner murdered in Octo¬ 
ber said he has not yet hired a pri¬ 
vate investigator. “We want to give 
them [Sonoma County Sheriff’s 
Department investigators] a chance 
first,” said Bill Brown, a San Fran¬ 
cisco Realtor who is handling the 
estate of the late Hans Grahlmann. 

A well-known, if controversial, 
gay bar and restaurant owner, 
Grahlmann, 57, was found mur¬ 
dered, along with his friend and 
employee Jason Blore, 26, at 


Grahlmann’s hillside home Octo¬ 
ber 24. Police say the men were 
probably shot between 3 and 5 
p.m. the previous afternoon. 

Police have been investigating 
the case, questioning potential 
suspects and anyone else who may 
have information, but they still 
have not made any arrests. 

“We have interviewed numer¬ 
ous subjects, and we will contin¬ 
ue to interview people out there,” 
said Detective Sergeant Nelson 
Pinola, who is overseeing the in¬ 
vestigation of the case for the 
sheriff department’s Violent 
Crimes Unit.

(GLAAD) will host a panel dis¬ 
cussion on public policy and the 
Internet this Friday, January 8, 
right after the Macworld Expo in 
San Francisco. 

The panel will be held at the 
Club-i Internet cafe at 850 Folsom 
Street between 4th and 5th streets, 
from 5:30 to 6:30 p.m.. The cover 
charge, which includes the panel 
and a shmoozefest to follow, is 
$20 and can be paid at the door. 

Recently, speech on the Inter¬ 
net has come close to being regu¬ 
lated in a way that would serious¬ 
ly impinge on individual free¬ 
doms guaranteed by the Consti¬ 
tution according to a report re¬ 
leased in 1997 by GLAAD entitled 
Access Denied. 

This will be one of the topics 
discussed Friday. 

The report, available on 
GLAAD’s website at 
http://www.GLAAD.org, details 
the dangers of Internet filtering 
software that is intended to screen 
out language or images that my be 
considered obscene or unfit for 
children. The bone of contention 
lies in the screening process itself. 
Since some software doesn’t dif¬ 
ferentiate between sexual content 
and homosexual content, sights 
about square dancing for gay cou¬ 
ples will be denied access, just as 
pornography. 

The report says this not only 
impinges free speech, but also 
threatens the fabric of a thriving 
queer Internet community. “Ac¬ 
cess to a wide variety of Internet 
sites is especially important to 
members of the lesbian, gay, bi¬ 
sexual, and transgender commu¬ 
nity, because it provides them with 
vital information, a forum for ex-

pression, and a sense of solidarity,” 
the report stated. “Internet filter¬ 
ing software threatens that access 
and prevents the community from 
receiving valuable resources by 
uniformly blocking many impor¬ 
tant informational sites.” 

And, according to the report, 
there are those who would block 
any sight having to do with ho¬ 
mosexuality even if the content 
isn’t sexual in nature. Associate 
Professor Jonathan Weinberg of 
Wayne State University, states in a 
paper entitled “Rating the Net” 
that although some sights respond 
to pressure from groups such as 
GLAAD, other software agencies 
remain adamant about content 
that is merely homosexual in na¬ 
ture. A representative from Cyber¬ 
sitter stated her company’s policy 
this way, “I wouldn’t even care to 
debate the issue if gay and lesbian 
issues are suitable for teenagers.... 
We filter anything that has to do 
with sex. Sexual orientation is 
about sex by virtue of the fact that 
it has sex in the name.” 

Alameda library sued 

Much of the current contro¬ 
versy over Internet obscenity and 
software filtering programs comes 
from the 1996 Communications 
Decency Act, a bill that GLAAD 
labeled as “poorly constructed”. 
This bill, fostered by former Sen¬ 
ator Jim Exon, was intended to 
punish sites that make material on 
the net classified as “indecent” 
with fines not to exceed $100,000 
and up to two years in prison 
time. 

This same bill, after being 
passed by both houses of Con¬ 
gress, was declared unconstitu¬ 
tional by the Supreme Court. 

But the effort to regulate who 
sees what on the Internet was 
again taken up by the Senate 
when it approved the Internet 
School Filtering Act last March. 


The bill requires schools and li¬ 
braries that receive federal funds 
to install software designed to 
block material inappropriate for 
children. According to both 
GLAAD and the Gay, Lesbian, 
Straight Education Network 
(GLSEN), this is a violation of the 
First Amendment rights of stu¬ 
dents and citizens. 

And more recently, an Alameda 
County parent filed a lawsuit 
against the city and the library of 
Livermore for allowing her son ac¬ 
cess to sexually explicit materials 
via the Internet. The woman, 
known only as Kathleen R., became 
enraged when her 12-year-old son 
downloaded dozens of images onto 
a floppy disk, printed them out on 
a relatives computer and showed 
them to friends at school. 

Although a Superior Court 
judge ruled the city of Livermore 
was protected under the 1996 
Communications Decency Act, 
the attorney for the family, 
Michael Millen, amended the suit 
saying the boy’s constitutional 
rights were violated because he 
was given public access to sexual¬ 
ly explicit materials. 

“It’s the same as if the library 
had a razor blade display case and 
allowed children to handle blades 
and the kids got cut. It’s so outra¬ 
geous that it rises to the level of 
constitutional deprivation,” 
Millen said.

Community leaders to advise City College 
about Castro campus Monday

T he fourth in a series of com¬ 
munity listening sessions 
scheduled by Dr. Philip R. 
Day, Jr., the new chancellor of City 
College of San Francisco (CCSF), 
takes place this Monday, January 
11 at the college’s Castro/Valencia 
campus. There is an opportunity 
for the audience to listen during 
each of the sessions, which will in¬ 
clude panel presentations from a 
variety of people. 

“It’s an attempt by CCSF as a 
community college to go out to 
the community we serve to ask 
people what their ideas are for the 
future vision of this college. Their 
suggestions will help us serve 
them better and to accommodate 
their needs better,” Day said. 

Day was hired by the college’s 
board of trustees in July 1998, and 
assumed the duties of chancellor 
of the 63-year-old community 
college in September. The Maine 
native came to San Francisco with 
his wife, Val, from Daytona Beach 
Community College, where he 
had been president for eight years. 
He has more than 26 years of ex¬ 
perience as a teacher and commu¬ 
nity college administrator. 

Because the Castro/Valencia 
campus is in the forefront of the 
college’s outreach to San Francis¬ 
co’s gay community, many of the 
listening panels will address the 
educational needs of the gay com¬ 
munity. City College is the only 


college in the nation that has a gay 
and lesbian studies department.

’’ he new statewide queer 
ft rights group, California Al¬ 
liance for Pride and Equal¬ 
ity (CAPE) will hold a meeting 
in the East Bay this Saturday, 
January 9, where organizers 
hope to continue the enthusi¬ 
asm that started at CAPE’s first 
general meeting in Sacramento 
last month and strengthen the 
voice of the lesbian, gay, bisexu¬ 
al, and transgender (LGBT) 
community in Alameda and 
Contra Costa counties. 

The meeting in Oakland is 
free and open to interested com¬ 
munity members. 

“We’re trying to generate in¬ 
volvement in the East Bay, a re¬ 
gion that’s always been over¬ 
shadowed by San Francisco,” 
Marty Martinez, a CAPE inter¬ 
im board member, told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “We want more 
members in the East Bay and we 
want to do a special outreach to 
Contra Costa County.” 

CAPE was formed last year in 
response to the closing of the 
Lobby for Individual Freedom 
and Equality (LIFE). CAPE 
hopes to attract more grassroots 
members and has lower mem¬ 
bership fees than the LIFE 
Lobby had; the group is also fo¬ 
cusing exclusively on LGBT 
human rights issues, as opposed 
to the LIFE Lobby that also dealt 
with HIV/AIDS measures. Indi¬ 
vidual CAPE memberships are 
$25; low income, $10; and orga¬ 
nizational memberships begin at 
$200. Organizers said member¬ 
ships are encouraged in order to 
support the new group. 

CAPE bills itself as the new 
statewide queer rights lobby, ad¬ 
vocacy, and education group 
that’s dedicated to community 
organizing at the local level. 


“We’re trying to establish 
ourselves as the statewide gay 
and lesbian civil rights group,” 
said Martinez, who works as a 
policy coordinator at AIDS Pro¬ 
ject of the East Bay. “It’s not just 
San Francisco and Los Angeles, 
but communities like Oakland, 
that has large communities of 
color. We hope to gather, brain¬ 
storm, and get more members in 
the East Bay.” 

Plans in formation 

Among the items to be dis¬ 
cussed at Saturday’s meeting are 
planning for two events taking 
place in Sacramento in March, 
the annual Queer Youth Lobby 
Day on March 11 and the Na¬ 
tional Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force’s “Equality Begins at 
Home” rally on March 21. Get¬ 
ting people up to the capital for 
the events is one of the goals. 

Tentatively, plans for the 
Equality Begins at Home event 
include a service for gay veter¬ 
ans, an interfaith service, and a 
two-hour rally with speakers 
and performers. 

“We want to see what kind of 
resources are in the East Bay,” 
said Martinez. 

A variety of East Bay LGBT 
groups are involved in Satur¬ 
day’s meeting, he added, includ¬ 
ing Smack, a group for queer 
youth that’s based in Oakland. 

Grant Peterson, an East Bay 
gay activist and educator, stated I 
that at last month’s Sacramento 
meeting, the membership voted 
overwhelmingly to place Santa 
Monica Assemblywoman Sheila 
Kuehl’s “Dignity for all Stu¬ 
dents” bill at the top of the pri¬ 
ority list. Adding sexual orienta¬ 
tion to those education code 
sections addressing nondiscrim¬ 
ination is crucial to improving 
safety for students in California 
schools, Peterson noted.

Randy Allgaier, who serves as 
CAPE’s interim coordinator, 
told the B.A.R. he hopes to be at 
Saturday’s East Bay meeting. Ad¬ 
ditionally, Allgaier said that 
CAPE has hired Eric Astacaan 
on a contract basis to serve as a 
lobbyist. Astacaan has previous¬ 
ly done civil rights work at the 
Gay and Lesbian Center in Los 
Angeles, and did HIV/AIDS pol¬ 
icy work for the LIFE Lobby. 

Allgaier said there will be a 
CAPE meeting in San Francisco 
on Monday, January 25 at Met¬ 
ropolitan Community Church- 
San Francisco. 

“One of the objectives of 
these meetings is to look at 
grassroots regional organizing 
in different parts of the state,” 
said Allgaier, “and to give folks 
here a chance to hear what’s 
going on in Sacramento and get 
community input on that 
process.” T

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Scouting for answers 


T he omens at the very beginning of 
1999 ranged from the ridiculous to 
the slime: Clinton wants billions 
more for the Pentagon - what peace divi¬ 
dend? - and Israel deported “Concerned 
Christians” (back to America, as if we need 
’em). Since then, however, some better por¬ 
tents have appeared. Some fall into the cat¬ 
egory of social science - Catholics repudi¬ 
ating anti-gay violence, for instance - and 
some are more “pure science” - like the pos¬ 
sible advance against AIDS that’s on page 24 
of this issue. (Maybe we’re crazy, but we 
haven’t been this excited about any anti- 
HIV treatment possibility since we first re¬ 
ported that “inhibitor” drugs were driving 
viral loads to undetectable levels three years 
ago. Still, even if this new protein advance 
is as good as its promise, it’s years away, so 
we’re not opening the champagne.) 

On the social science level, we’re glad to 
see anything, any group, rejecting violence. 
Just to show the chain-reaction nature of vi¬ 
olence, journalists working on the Matthew 
Shepard murder case reported that a 
woman found dead near Laramie, 
Wyoming was the mother of one Shepard’s 
alleged killers, Russell Henderson. It turns 
out the woman, Cindy Dixon, had been the 
victim of sustained domestic violence; her 
husband has been convicted of beating her 
three times since 1996. 

Henderson never learned from his fam¬ 
ily how he could direct violent impulses, ex¬ 
cept to follow through with violent actions. 
His stepfather may not have been the direct 
cause of Cindy Dixon’s death (she may have 
just wandered off drunk, underdressed for 
the cold) but his is certainly, in insurance 
jargon, a proximate cause of Matthew Shep¬ 
ard’s death. 

It goes to show: all violence is a threat to 
all common safety. A domestic violence case 
that goes unreported in the apartment next 
door tonight may affect your life directly to¬ 
morrow, in unexpected ways. If someone 
had intervened in the violence going on in 
the Dixon household five years ago, might 


Matthew Shepard not have survived to see 
1999? 

Now Henderson is facing his own death. 
Opponents of the death penalty believe it is 
the ultimate violence; proponents 
say it is protecting the common 
good. Some in the community 
are seeking to get a gay consen¬ 
sus on the question; we don’t 
ever see that happening but we 
look forward to seeing whether the 
community wants to take up the ques¬ 
tion. 

One more note for those 
who are feeling very sorry for 
Russell Henderson: he was not 
entirely without the “positive 
influences” that are supposed to make so¬ 
ciopathology less common: ironically, he 
was an Eagle Scout in the Boy Scouts of 
America. 

The Boy Scouts are in court this week in 


New Jersey, fighting an earlier ruling that 
forces them to accept gays as members. 
They say excluding gays is a matter of up¬ 
holding morals. Henderson shows the op¬ 
posite is true. By excluding gays, the Scouts 
are instructing members from an im¬ 
pressionable age that homosexuals 
are inferior. If anyone wonders why 
it’s a big deal for gays to be a part of 
the Scouts (and the military, and 
everything else) it is so that people - 
all people - can be free of miscon- 
^ ceptions about us. Boy Scouts of all 
ages deserve to know that we 
are not sick, we’re not wrong, 
we’re not Godless, we’re not 
predatory. If Henderson had 
known that, he would have been a lot less 
likely to find Matthew Shepard sub-human. 

The Boy Scouts could have saved Shep¬ 
ard’s life. Instead, it taught Henderson the 
knots he used to tie his victim to a fence. ▼ 




Where’s my wedding?

came across a photo of my Aunt Ricky’s 

I wedding in 1952.1 was 4, the ring bear¬ 
er, in the front with the flower girl. This 
was a union, for a lifetime, of two people, to 
love, share, and live together in sickness and 
health until death do they part. About 100 
people attended this celebration, to sanc¬ 
tion and approve of the union. Each family 
member or friend brought gifts for a house¬ 
hold. A month or more of planning had 
gone into this gathering. 

As a young man I thought that I 
would date someone, get to know 
them, and then marry. I use to 
spend hours thinking about the life 
choices we would make. It would¬ 
n’t be mine, when we talked about 
life, it would be ours. I met some¬ 
one in 1972: his name was Ron. 

We were both college stu¬ 
dents in Sacramento. I 
was a theatre major and 
he was studying psychol¬ 
ogy. It was truly a love and a love returned. 
I use to tell him what I thought our lives 
would be like in the future. I didn’t expect 
anyone, other than the small gay communi¬ 
ty in Sacramento, to be part of our union. 
That was the first compromise, loss of my 
dream. Our love — two middle class, 
Catholic men, from two loving families - 
would not be honored. This relationship 
didn’t last. There were too many obstacles 
to overcome. 

I got letters about my other family mem¬ 
bers from my parents. Cousins were paring 
off. I got accounts of visits where they 
brought home their prospective mates. I re¬ 
member one family gathering were my 
cousin Johnny brought home his fiancee, 
Sue. She was a sparkly redhead studying 
fashion design and retailing. She chatted 


with my grandparents and my parents. She 
was showing, my cousin, Phyllis, how to sew 
and create patterns. Johnny and Sue were 
the first of my generation to marry. I have 
14 cousins and today all of them but me and 
two others are married. I knew I would have 
problems with all of the family after I came 
out to my parents and was disowned. So my 
relationships were not part of the family 
news. 

When my cousins had children I got ac¬ 
counts of how cute they were. When they 
bought their first homes I was informed. In 
letters I got details of holiday dinners, pic¬ 
nics, baby-sitting, loans made to couples. 
They had an accepted social pattern. I real¬ 
ized, then, that it was not going to happen 
for me. 

I saw how some gay couples, 
the few that existed, reacted 
when other family members 
were expected for a visit. Some¬ 
times a couple living to¬ 
gether separated. If they 
had a two-bedroom 
house or apartment they 
went to separate bedrooms and played 
roommates. It was very foreign to me to 
think of hiding the person you loved from a 
person you loved. One hurt because you 
were in an unacceptable relationship, and 
the other hurt because be loves you and 
can’t be part of your family. 

Now I see more gay men together as a 
couple. The enormous toll and visibility of 
the AIDS pandemic has exposed who we 
are. That struggle exposed relationships that 
have spanned decades. Families were forced 
to realize that the person standing next to a 
dying AIDS patient wasn’t a roommate but 
a soulmate. Who’s to say if those boyfriends 
or friends would have been husbands? I 
spent 21 years of my life with a man who 
wasn’t my husband. He was my best friend. 
But he died in 1993 of AIDS and many

hours without him have told me that if we 
had been included in the family as a couple 
we might have had more. 

I think it’s easy to look at myself and 
think, maybe I’m just an old maid, spinster, 
bachelor. I recently heard a young man in 
his 20s say that he knew that he would 
someday be an old spinster with a freezer 
full of dead cats. It’s painful to realize that 
he is so sure that it’s not possible to have a 
wonderful relationship. 

I still look at my family wedding photos 
and think, I don’t have my supportive fam¬ 
ily sharing in my happiness. I don’t have so¬ 
ciety’s blessing or benefits. I don’t have the 
right to include children in a loving rela¬ 
tionship. I’m looking forward to the day 
someone else has that wedding.

Castro businesses amok (II) 

[The following was sent to the vice president of 
customer service, Cala Foods] 

On December 24,1998 at 6:55 p.m., I made a small 
purchase at Cala Foods at 4201 18th Street. 

The store was closing in honor of Christ¬ 
mas Eve, and the checkout clerks were 
working quickly to facilitate this process. 

As I waited in line, I pulled out my bill¬ 
fold and considered whether to break a $50 
bill before the holiday weekend or pay 
with a $5 bill for a purchase totaling 
$4.33. The checkout clerk, Pam 
Beauchamp, mistook the $50 I handed 
to her for a $20 and gave me $15.67 in change. I im¬ 
mediately replied, “ I gave you $50.” She responded 
by turning and shouting to the manager, “Joe, you are 
going to be mad.” Joe Vance came over and indeed 
was very irate as Pam told him, “he said he gave me a 
$50 and I gave him change for a $20.” He immediate¬ 
ly started punching buttons, opening the drawer and 
quickly counting cash. In the middle of this flurry of 
activity, he was interrupted by another clerk needing 
help closing the door. He looked up twice from his 
counting to yell instructions and finally slammed the 
cash register shut, with two dollar bills dangling from 
the drawer, as he went to help out. 

I asked Pam if this situation warranted so much 
anger. She told me, “Well, he had to count all the 
cash.” Joe returned to his counting and began again 
where he had left off. Then shook his head, asked the 
clerk again what had happened and started to count 
the whole drawer again, just as quickly and furiously. 
At the end of the counting he was still confused about 
the situation and I had to explain to him that I was 
short $30.1 suggested that perhaps if everybody were 
not in such a huge hurry this would not have hap¬ 
pened. He said, “I didn’t do it.” Then he walked 
around the counter with a piece of scratch paper and 
a pen and asked me my name. When I asked him why 
he wanted it, he explained that he had counted the 
register twice and it had come up even. If the books 
did not balance at the end of the day they would call 
me. I told him my name was Laura and when he was 
finished taking my number he turned and shouted to 
the clerk, “Let her out!” 

I felt humiliated and degraded. I had gone in the 
store with $50 and had come out with a $30 package 
of brown sugar. There had been no apology for the 
gender confusion. I feel this particularly acutely, since 
I made a conscious choice to live in a gay and lesbian- 
friendly community. I would expect a store that de¬ 
rives its income from the gay and lesbian communi¬ 
ty to treat gender issues in a sensitive manner. Instead 
of being treated with respect, I was made to feel as if 
I were trying to rip off the store. 

I continue to be appalled by the complete lack of 
respect shown me by these two employees of Cala 
Foods. At no time was I treated with even a hint that 
I might be right. I was consistently made to feel as if 
it were my mistake. There has been no follow-up call. 

I live half a block from the store. I shop there fre¬ 
quently and I am disgusted by the complete lack of 
professionalism in the interaction and the lack of or¬ 
ganization at the cash registers particularly in com¬ 
parison with other neighborhood shops. It would 
have been so easy if Pam had made a very basic ac¬ 
knowledgment that I had handed her cash in pay¬ 
ment, and if she had said “Change for a $50” as she re¬ 
ceived my money. There are many simple acknowl¬ 
edgments that could have facilitated this simple trans¬ 
action along the way, and that would not have result¬ 
ed in my current desire to boycott this store. 

I am entitled to the appropriate change for $50 
and I am further seeking acknowledgment that I am 
a valued customer of the store rather than a common 
thief.

I’m not taking away 
from the fact that Katz’s office secured those beds, but 
don’t be fooled into thinking the problem is solved. It 
is not.

“leaders” that we elect (and hopefully won’t re-elect) 
“lead us out of this awful situation.” And not just with 
shelters. We need affordable housing, we need the 
Presidio opened up (and not for war games, for 
Chrissakes!) and we need rents to come down so that 
young people and old people and low-income people 
can afford this city again. 

Five beds in a shelter are a start. Not a solution. We 
need to keep on our politicians to make sure that 
every queer homeless kid, every homeless person pe¬ 
riod, in this city gets affordable housing, and 
a decent job to support him/herself. 

Mayor Willie Brown’s popularity is at 
an all-time low. Expect in the next few 
months that he and his allies will do 
many things to make it appear that he is 
doing something for the poor and the 
homeless. But don’t settle for window 
dressing or Band-Aids. Let’s demand 
what we need and deserve: affordable 
housing and living-wage jobs for all.

1 urge all those who are part of an inter-ethnic 
couple or have close friendships with black (and 
white) men/women/children (and others) to take this 
test. The test is not “weighted” towards any specific 
group, and can as readily point out the automatic 
preferences of blacks for other blacks as it shows the 
dominant preference of whites and blacks for whites. 
This means that many blacks have a subconscious, 
built-in preference for whites in contrast to a (presum¬ 
ably more common) interest in other blacks. This is by 
no means a definitive statement, but can lead to ex¬ 
ploration of what types of stimulus leads people to¬ 
wards their preferences for friends and companions. 
It can definitely open up dialogues on inter-ethnic re¬ 
lationships (all types of relationships, not simply ro¬ 
mantic). I do not use the word “race” purposely: 
There is no such thing as race. This is a belief I have 
propagated for nearly 20 years. Earlier this year, the 
Association of American Anthropologists, seemingly 
in agreement with me (where were they 20 years ago, 
when I was saying this?), released a statement saying 
that they had urged the U.S. Census Bureau to strike 
the term “race” from their form. Why? 

Well, for the most obvious reason. They could not 
find a single characteristic that was indigenous to any 
one “race” that could not be found within another 
“race.” Besides which, the genes for skin color account 
for six DNA molecules - out of 100,000. (I could be 
wrong, but 1 think hair color is determined by four 
molecules. Any geneticists who want to jump in 
here?) Not exactly an overwhelming body of evidence 
in favor of the term “race,” is it? 

It is for this reason - and my belief that if we do 
not soon coalesce into a united society with respect 
for each other’s cultures, we will, if the signs contin¬ 
ue, eventually destroy each other - I encourage peo¬ 
ple to honestly confront their subconscious beliefs by 
embracing the insight that this test has to offer.

Proper nouns and pronouns 

This is to protest the sloppy way in which the 
Boston Globe, the Boston Herald, and Bay Windows 
handled the report on the death of Rita Hester. Ms. 
Hester was a transsexual woman who was murdered 
in her own apartment on November 30,1998. Despite 
the educational materials supplied these publications 
by the International Transgender Education Founda¬ 
tion (headquartered in Boston), all three papers made 
an alarming mistake. 

They all listed Ms. Hester as “William” Hester, de¬ 
spite the fact that their reporters were told that “She 
wanted it to be known that her name was Rita.... She 
let everybody know what she was about.” The Bay 
Windows reporter even attended a meeting of activists 
at the Arlington Street Church where, to quote the 
Bay Windows article, “Many... expressed outrage with 
how the local media has been covering the murder, 
upset by initial reports in the Boston Globe and Her¬ 
ald that referred to ‘Rita’ as transgendered rather than 
transsexual, and disturbed with the papers’ use of‘he’ 
when referring to Hester.” 

Ms. Hester was no more in error about her gender 
than their reporters are about their own. To assume 
that they knew Ms. Hester better than she did herself, 
about such an essential part of her identity, shows ap¬ 
palling disrespect. As a Unitarian Universalist, some¬ 
one who has entered a covenant to affirm the inher¬ 
ent dignity and worth of every person, I believe such 
disrespect is immoral. It is also dangerous. 

For exercising her human right to live as the per¬ 
son she knew herself to be, and not perpetually in dis¬ 
guise, Rita Hester died. One such death is too many; 
reportage such as this, which does not acknowledge 
that transgendered people actually do know who they 
are, makes future murders more likely. Thousands of 
Americans are similarly at risk. 

I hope you will see fit to keep track of this and sim¬ 
ilar stories in a more sensitive manner than the 
Boston papers did.

1 11 hen Gray Davis took the 
oath of office Monday, 
January 4 as the 37th gov¬ 
ernor of California, he led a pack 
of power hungry Democrats to 
power in Sacramento the likes of 
which hasn’t been seen since the 
days of Jerry Brown and his 
symbolic Plymouth sedan. Gover¬ 
nor Davis (legal name: Joseph 
Graham Davis) brought to power 
with him fellow Democratic Lieu- 
renant Governor Cruz Busta¬ 
mante, Attorney General Bill 
Lockyer, and state Treasurer Phil 
Angeleides. Incumbent state 
Controller Kathleen Connell 
and Superintendent of Public In¬ 
struction Delaine Eastin, both 
Democrats (though Eastin’s post 
is officially “nonpartisan”) joined 
in the party takeover of the state 
capital. In addition to sweeping 
the top statewide offices, Democ¬ 
rats also increased their majorities 
in both the Assembly and state 
Senate. 

The two statewide GOP office¬ 
holders re-elected in November, 
Secretary of State Bill Jones and 
Insurance Commissioner Chuck 
Quackenbush, also took office 
again Monday, but must have 
clearly felt a bit overwhelmed as 
Democratic politicos, volunteers, 
and longtime party members 
took over Sacramento for a festive 
weekend that ended after Davis 
became the governor of the most 
populous state in the country. 

Everyone who is anyone in De¬ 
mocratic politics managed to take 
in at least some part of the week¬ 
end’s gubernatorial inaugural cel¬ 
ebration, either an event honor¬ 
ing Davis or one of the numerous 
parties given by supporters of 
Lockyer, Bustamante, or 
Angelides; several other 
parties were given by De¬ 
mocrats happy to the 
point of being giddy at 
being in control of the 
state government 
after such a long 
time. The 
three-day, $3.7 
million cele¬ 
bration hon¬ 
oring the new governor actually 
started last Saturday night with a 
Unity Ball at the Beverly Hilton in 
Los Angeles, attended by a slew of 
Hollywood types, plus Davis vol¬ 
unteers and supporters. That was 
followed by religious celebrations 
at a couple of Sacramento 
churches on Sunday, which in 
turn were followed by the Inau¬ 
gural Gala at Sacramento’s Arco 
Arena Sunday night. 

Monday’s actual inaugural 
took place before noon inside 
Sacramento’s Memorial Auditori¬ 
um, and there were dueling “In¬ 
augural Balls” Monday night, 
both held at Cal Expo, where 
happy Democrats danced away 
the night, celebrating their new¬ 
found power. 

Outgoing Governor Pete Wil¬ 
son attended the Monday swear¬ 
ing-in ceremony, and then, we’re 
told, quietly slipped out of town 
and was last seen Monday night 
having a quiet dinner in Beverly 
Hills with close friends, plotting a 
2000 White House run, no doubt. 

Make no mistake: it’s a Demo¬ 
cratic state capital now, and as one 
well-known local party regular 
put it this week, “Governor Davis 
will be good for us; we shouldn’t 
expect miracles from the guy, but 
after 16 years of George Deilk- 
mejian and Pete Wilson, there is 
no place for this state to go but 
up!” 


Congratulations, and best 
wishes to the new governor. 

Politics and people 

Other than the new governor 
himself, the biggest political stars 
in Sacramento at the inaugural 
seemed to be veep Al Gore and 
Senator Dianne Feinstein; both 
were besieged like aging rock stars 
everywhere they showed up. San 
Francisco Mayor Willie 
Brown and Assembly¬ 
woman Carole 
Migden were among 
the local political 
celebs getting a lot of 
attention in Sacto. 
Hey, you gotta know 
Migden is becoming a 
star when she 
is the only 
member of the 
state Legisla¬ 
ture to be asked two weeks ago 
what she planned to wear to the 
Davis bash (and there was already 
talk around Sacto during the 
weekend about a Migden run for 
state controller four years hence). 

Sheila Kuehl of Santa Moni¬ 
ca, the other openly lesbian mem¬ 
ber of the Assembly who was 
speaker pro tern of the Assembly 
during the last session, gave up 
that powerful post this session 
when she opted for a committee 
chairmanship; Migden, however, 
stays as the influential chair of the 
important Assembly Appropria¬ 
tions Committee. 

Clout: Not only is Lieutenant 
Governor Bustamante the first 
Latino statewide officeholder in 
more than a century in the state, 
11 new Latino lawmakers were 
sent to Sacramento in the No¬ 
vember election, and for the first 
time ever, the leaders of both 
major parties in the Assembly are 
Latino: Democratic Speaker An¬ 
tonio Villaraigosa and Republi¬ 
can Minority Leader Rod 
Pacheco. 

Now, let me wish the best and 
once again congratulate one of 
the good guys - Tom Ammiano, 
who becomes president of the 
Board of Supervisors tomorrow. 

Supervisor Jose Medina’s ap¬ 
pointment to head the California 
Department of Transportation 
means he will supervise nearly 


18,000 state employees and go 
from his supe salary of $35,000 to 
$105,619 a year. 

Mayor Brown gets to appoint 
yet another supervisor, and Police 
Commission President Dennis 
Herrera is the name I hear most 
mentioned. 

To the surprise of no one, 
termed-out “Independent” (?) 
former state Senator Quentin 
Kopp worked a San Mateo coun¬ 
ty superior court appointment 
from Pete Wilson as a last-minute 
payoff for his support of all those 
Republicans in November. 

After the 2000 census, Califor¬ 
nia will gain at least one new con¬ 
gressional seat; the Democratic- 
controlled Legislature gets to 
reapportion all House seats - after 
the new census and with a Demo¬ 
cratic governor to approve the 
new lines, you can look for the 
California Republicans to lose a 
couple of House seats - possibly 
as many as four or five. 

That special Assembly election 
set for February 2 in the East Bay 
(16th AD) is likely to get a bit 
nasty: former Oakland mayor 
Elihu Harris is battling Alameda 
County Demo heavyweight 
Frank Russo, an attorney, and 
two political unknowns; Flarris, 
with endorsements from Senators 
Dianne Feinstein and Barbara 
Boxer, S. F. Mayor Willie Brown, 
Assembly Speaker Villaraigosa, 
and East Bay state Senator Don 
Perata, is the early favorite, but 
Russo has powerful endorsements 
as well from the likes of Busta¬ 
mante and Assembly Leader 
Kevin Shelley. 

As the U.S. Senate prepares to 
open the Clinton impeachment 
trial, probably as early as today, 
the right wing Clinton haters in 
the House (Tom DeLay, Dick 
Armey, Henry Hyde) are desper¬ 
ately trying to tell the Senate how 
to run the show. This thing could 
be over in less than two weeks if 
the president and his arrogant 
lawyers don’t get cocky. 

In Washington, some are say¬ 
ing that Georgia Representative 
Bob Barr, who has been pretty 
cozy with a group accused of 
being white supremacists, is one of

Now if we could only step into a 
post-bullsh*t age. 

I still like rock. I miss Ellen and 
the ABL. My survival depends 
upon many of the principles of 
feminism. So, why is it that we are 
inundated with language that 
turns what paves the way today 
passe before its time? Are we post- 
Beanie Baby yet? Why didn’t 
someone announce post-Barbie- 
ism years ago? 

I would have preferred to be 
post-Monica long before we were 
post-Hillary. Then again, I would 
have preferred to be post-Bill long 
before we were post-Hillary. 

Shouldn’t we have been post- 
Starr as soon as we were post- 
Whitewater? Isn’t that what he 
was charged to investigate? 

I don’t see post-bigotry on the 
near horizon, not when we have 
newspaper ads proclaiming folks 
to be “cured” by so- 
called conversion thera¬ 
pies into a “healed” 
state of post-gaydom. If 
you ask me, we can’t be 
post-ex-gay soon 
enough. 

Where is the post¬ 
weapons of mass de¬ 
struction move¬ 
ment? Oh, of 
course, that’s what 
the Washington 
folks would have us believe their 
bombing is about. Somehow our 
violent actions will issue in a less 
violent future. As if our bombs are 
somehow weapons of mass con¬ 
struction, or weapons of massless 
destruction, or simply tools of the 
trade. I’m sure they have a phrase 
that makes the launch of a missile 
sound as comforting as a Furby. 

A bumper sticker asks “If 
progress means to move forward, 
what does congress mean?” Ac¬ 
cordingly, congress is post¬ 
progress, of course. 

If clothes can make the man, as 
Shakespeare claimed and Oscar 
Wilde’s wardrobe confirmed, then 
words can form the foundation of 
a truth. Mary Daly’s reweaving of 
language in the creation of her 
websters’ Wickedary certainly at¬ 
test to the power of language. 
Then again, one need not go fur¬ 
ther than the B.A.R. letters to the 
editor to see that power in action.

Not to be outdone by Daly’s 
tome, The Oxford English Dictio¬ 
nary has itself collecting possible 
new entries electronically with the 
Oxford Database of World Eng¬ 
lish.

However, if I have any powers 
as a seer, it’s not in read¬ 
ing tarot cards, runes, 
stars, or even the flight 
of birds, but in divining 
language.

The more American relative 
that I’m familiar with is DOMA- 
phobia, the severe hostility to¬ 
wards the Defense of Marriage Act 
and all those who supported it. 


While on a political lexicon, 
Oxford didn’t overlook the gates 
- zippergate, troopergate, Mon- 
icagate, fornigate - to which I 
must add another offense of ex¬ 
cess, Bill Gates. 

The Oxford folks have chosen 
not to adopt the bumper sticker et¬ 
ymology that appeared recendy on 
a passing fender: “Politics - from 
Poly meaning many and Ticks as 
in small, blood-sucking parasites.” 

Oh, and of course the very 
word fender used to make me 
think guitars, but if we’re post¬ 
rock, we must be post-guitar by 
now. So I’m stuck with that other 
connotation, fender-bender, from 
a time when fenders actually 
dented rather than bounced back 
to their plastic little selves. Never¬ 
theless, there’s nothing like a fend¬ 
er-bender in one’s life to spark 
their ire into full-scale Road Rage, 
which is, of course, on the data¬ 
base along with, well, you name it, 
Smoker’s Rage, Web Rage, Non- 
smoker’s Rage, SFO rage, DMV 
rage, Muni rage, PG&E rage, it’s 
all the rage ... and that, if you ask 
me, is a problem. 

Now that all is said and defined, 
I have found one resolution for the 
post-1998 new year. Henceforth, in 
polite defiance of current fashion, 
I shall resist the urge to let my rage 
fall prey to trendiness.

tigation, Brown, who is also a long¬ 
time friend of Grahlmann and his 
Realtor for 20 years, last month of¬ 
fered a $25,000 reward for informa¬ 
tion leading to a conviction. Recent¬ 
ly he raised the reward to $100,000. 

But Pinola said the offer of a 
reward has not yet produced any 
tangible results. 

“We are following up all leads, 


but we aren’t getting a whole lot 
of people calling with useful in¬ 
formation,” Pino explained. 

In a telephone interview 
Wednesday, Brown said he has 
talked with a former FBI agent 
who he plans to hire to investigate 
the case if police efforts continue 
to be fruitless. Brown said he is 
particularly concerned that police 
have not yet received the results of 
tests performed on evidence 
found at the scene of the crime. 

According to Pinola, the crime 


labs that process the evidence are 
overwhelmed with work from 
other homicide cases, and it will 
be “at least a couple of months” 
before the results come back. 

But Pinola emphasized that 
the sheriff’s department is contin¬ 
uing to conscientiously pursue the 
investigation. 

“This case is not something 
we’ve put on the shelf,” he said. “It 
something we have to be very cau¬ 
tious about” in order to make it 
stick in court. ▼

You and your doctor should discuss VIRACEPT when you start 
taking this medication and at regular checkups. You should remain under a doctor’s care when taking 
VIRACEPT and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

WHAT IS VIRACEPT AND HOW DOES IT WORK? 

VIRACEPT is used in the treatment of people with human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) infection. 
Infection with HIV leads to the destruction of CD4 T cells, which are important to the immune system. 
After a large number of CD4 cells have been destroyed, the infected person develops acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome (AIDS). 

VIRACEPT works by blocking HIV protease (a protein-cutting enzyme), which is required for HIV to 
multiply. VIRACEPT has been shown to significantly reduce the amount of HIV in the blood. You should 
be aware, however, that the effect of VIRACEPT on HIV in the blood has not been correlated with long¬ 
term health benefits. Patients who took VIRACEPT also had significant increases in their CD4 cell count. 

VIRACEPT is usually taken together with other antiretroviral drugs such as Retrovir® (zidovudine, 
AZT), Epivir® (lamivudine, 3TC), or Zerit® (stavudine, d4T). Taking VIRACEPT in combination with other 
antiretroviral drugs reduces the amount of HIV in the body (viral load) and raises CD4 counts. 

VIRACEPT may be taken by adults, adolescents, and children 2 years of age or older. Studies in infants 
younger than 2 years of age are now taking place. 

DOES VIRACEPT CURE HIV OR AIDS? 

VIRACEPT is not a cure for HIV infection or AIDS. The long-term effects of VIRACEPT are not known at 
this time. People taking VIRACEPT may still develop opportunistic infections or other conditions 
associated with HIV infection. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, herpes virus infections, 
Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections, and Kaposi’s sarcoma. 

It is not known whether VIRACEPT will help you live longer or reduce the number of infections or other 
illnesses that may occur. 

There is no proof that VIRACEPT can reduce the risk of transmitting HIV to others through sexual 
contact or blood contamination. 

WHO SHOULD OR SHOULD NOT TAKE VIRACEPT? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether VIRACEPT is appropriate for you. In making 
your decision, the following should be considered: 

Allergies: If you have had a serious allergic reaction to VIRACEPT, you must not take VIRACEPT. 

You should also inform your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist of any known allergies to substances such as 
other medicines, foods, preservatives, or dyes. 

If you are pregnant: The effects of VIRACEPT on pregnant women or their unborn babies are not 
known. If you are pregnant or plan to become pregnant, you should tell your doctor before taking 
VIRACEPT. 

If you are breast-feeding: You should discuss with your doctor the best way to feed your baby. You 
should be aware that if your baby does not already have HIV, there is a chance that it can be transmitted 
through breast-feeding. Women should not breast-feed if they have HIV. 

Children: VIRACEPT is available for the treatment of children 2 through 13 years of age with HIV. There 
is a powder form of VIRACEPT that can be mixed with milk, baby formula, or foods like pudding. 
Instructions on how to take VIRACEPT powder can be found in a later section that discusses how 
VIRACEPT Oral Powder should be prepared. 

If you have liver disease: VIRACEPT has not been studied in people with liver disease. If you have liver 
disease, you should tell your doctor before taking VIRACEPT. 

Other medical problems: Certain medical problems may affect the use of VIRACEPT. Some people 
taking protease inhibitors have developed new or more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Some 
people with hemophilia have had increased bleeding. It is not known whether the protease inhibitors 
caused these problems. Be sure to tell your doctor if you have hemophilia types A and B, diabetes 
mellitus, or an increase in thirst and/or frequent urination. 

CAN VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER MEDICATIONS? 

VIRACEPT may interact with other drugs, including those you take without a prescription. You must 
discuss with your doctor any drugs that you are taking or are planning to take before you take VIRACEPT. 

Drugs you should not take with VIRACEPT: 

• Seldane® (terfenadine, for allergies) 

• Hismanal® (astemizole, for allergies) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride, for heartburn) 

• Cordarone®(amiodarone, for irregular heartbeat) 

• Quinidine (for irregular heartbeat), also known as Quinaglute?Cardioquin?Quinidex'fand others 

• Ergot derivatives (Cafergot® and others, for migraine headache) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

Taking the above drugs with VIRACEPT may cause serious and/or life-threatening adverse events. 

• Rifampin (for tuberculosis), also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin®, Rifater®, or Rifamate® 

This drug reduces blood levels of VIRACEPT. 

Dose reduction required if you take VIRACEPT with: 

Mycobutin® (rifabutin, for MAC): you will need to take a lower dose of Mycobutin. 

A change of therapy should be considered if you are taking VIRACEPT with: 

• Phenobarbital 

• Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

• Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These agents may reduce the amount of VIRACEPT in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Oral contraceptives (“the pill”) 

If you are taking the pill to prevent pregnancy, you should use a different type of contraception since 
VIRACEPT may reduce the effectiveness of oral contraceptives. 

HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER ANTI-HIV DRUGS? 

Taking VIRACEPT together with other anti-HIV drugs increases their ability to fight the virus. It also 
reduces the opportunity for resistant viruses to grow. Based on your history of taking other anti-HIV 
medicine, your doctor will direct you on how to take VIRACEPT and other anti-HIV medicines. These 
drugs should be taken in a certain order or at specific times. This will depend on how many times a day 
each medicine should be taken. It will also depend on whether it should be taken with or without food. 
Nucleoside analogues: No drug interaction problems were seen when VIRACEPT was given with: 

• Retrovir (zidovudine, AZT) 

• Epivir (lamivudine, 3TC) 

• Zerit (stavudine, d4T) 

• Videx®(didanosine, ddl) 

If you are taking both Videx (ddl) and VIRACEPT: Videx should be taken without food, on an empty 
stomach. Therefore, you should take VIRACEPT with food one hour after or more than two hours before 
you take Videx. 

Nonnucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitors (NNRTIsV 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

• Viramune® (nevirapine) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be reduced. Studies are now taking place to learn about 
the safety of combining VIRACEPT with Viramune. 

• Other NNRTIs 

VIRACEPT has not been studied with other NNRTIs. 


Other protease inhibitors: 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

• Crixivan® (indinavir) 

The amount of both drugs in your blood may be increased. Currently, there are no safety and efficacy 
data available from the use of this combination. 

• Norvir™ (ritonavir) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be increased. Currently, there are no safety and efficacy 
data available from the use of this combination. 

• Invirase® (saquinavir) 

The amount of saquinavir in your blood may be increased. If used in combination with saquinavir hard 
gelatin capsules at 600 mg three times daily, no dose adjustments are needed. Currently, there are no 
safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 

WHAT ARE THE SIDE EFFECTS OF VIRACEPT? 

Like all medicines, VIRACEPT can cause side effects. Most of the side effects experienced with 
VIRACEPT have been mild to moderate. Diarrhea is the most common side effect in people taking 
VIRACEPT, and most adult patients had at least mild diarrhea at some point during treatment. In clinical 
studies, about 20% of patients receiving VIRACEPT 750 mg (three tablets) three times daily had four or 
more loose stools a day. In most cases, diarrhea can be controlled using antidiarrheal medicines, such 
as Imodium® A-D (loperamide) and others, which are available without a prescription. 

Other side effects that occurred in 2% or more of patients receiving VIRACEPT include abdominal pain, 
asthenia, nausea, flatulence, and rash. 

There were other side effects noted in clinical studies that occurred in less than 2% of patients receiving 
VIRACEPT. However, these side effects may have been due to other drugs that patients were taking or to 
the illness itself. Except for diarrhea, there were not many differences in side effects in patients who took 
VIRACEPT along with other drugs compared with those who took only the other drugs. For a complete list 
of side effects, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

HOW SHOULD I TAKE VIRACEPT? 

VIRACEPT is available only with your doctor’s prescription. The light blue VIRACEPT Tablets should be 
taken three times a day. VIRACEPT should always be taken with a meal or a light snack. You do not have 
to take VIRACEPT exactly every 8 hours. Instead, you can take it at normal times when you are eating. 

Take VIRACEPT exactly as directed by your doctor. Do not increase or decrease any dose or the 
number of doses per day. Also, take this medicine for the exact period of time that your doctor has 
instructed. Do not stop taking VIRACEPT without first consulting with your doctor, even if you are 
feeling better. 

Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not give VIRACEPT to others or 
take medicine prescribed for someone else. 

The dosing of VIRACEPT may be different for you than for other patients. Follow the directions from 
your doctor, exactly as written on the label. The amount of VIRACEPT in the blood should remain 
somewhat consistent over time. Missing doses will cause the concentration of VIRACEPT to decrease; 
therefore, you should not miss any doses. However, if you miss a dose, you should take the dose as 
soon as possible and then take your next scheduled dose and future doses as originally scheduled. 

Dosing in adults (including children 14 years of age and older) 

The recommended adult dose of VIRACEPT is 750 mg (three tablets) taken three times a day. Each 
dose should be taken with a meal or light snack. 

Dosing in children 2 through 13 years of age 

The VIRACEPT dose in children depends on their weight. The recommended dose is 20 to 30 mg/kg (or 
9 to 14 mg/pound) per dose, taken three times daily with a meal or light snack. This can be administered 
either in tablet form or, in children unable to take tablets, as VIRACEPT Oral Powder. 

Dose instructions will be provided by the child’s doctor. The dose will be given three times daily using the 
measuring scoop provided, a measuring teaspoon, or one or more tablets depending on the weight and 
age of the child. The amount of oral powder or tablets to be given to a child is described in the chart below.

In measuring oral powder, the scoop or teaspoon should be level. 

* 1 level scoop contains 50 mg of VIRACEPT. Use only the scoop provided with your VIRACEPT bottle. 
f 1 level teaspoon contains 200 mg of VIRACEPT. Note: A measuring teaspoon used for dispensing 
medication should be used for measuring VIRACEPT Oral Powder. Ask your pharmacist to make sure 
you have a medication dispensing teaspoon. 


How should VIRACEPT Oral Powder be prepared? 

The oral powder may be mixed with a small amount of water, milk, formula, soy formula, soy milk, 
dietary supplements, or dairy foods such as pudding or ice cream. Once mixed, the entire amount must 
be taken to obtain the full dose. 

Do not mix the powder with any acidic food or juice, such as orange or grapefruit juice, apple juice, or 
apple sauce, because this may create a bitter taste. 

Once the powder is mixed, it may be stored at room temperature or refrigerated for up to 6 hours. Do 
not heat the mixed dose once it has been prepared. 

Do not add water to bottles of oral powder. 

VIRACEPT powder is supplied with a scoop for measuring. For help in determining the exact dose of 
powder for your child, please ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

VIRACEPT Oral Powder contains aspartame, a low-calorie sweetener, and therefore should not be 
taken by children with phenylketonuria (PKU). 


HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE STORED? 

Keep VIRACEPT and all other medicines out of the reach of children. Keep bottle closed and store at 
room temperature (between 59°F and 86°F) away from sources of moisture such as a sink or other damp 
place. Heat and moisture may reduce the effectiveness of VIRACEPT. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be sure that if you throw any 
medicine away, it is out of the reach of children. 

Discuss all questions about your health with your doctor. If you have questions about VIRACEPT 
or any other medication you are taking, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. You can also call

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Ken Turner steps down 
from AEF, is new prez 
at Project Inform

? en Turner has helped lead 
the AIDS Emergency Fund 
■k (AEF) for over four years, 
but last week he resigned from the 
AIDS service organizations 
(ASO) board of directors, saying 
he needed to take a leave of ab¬ 
sence from that organization as 
he’s now the president of the 
board for San Francisco-based 
Project Inform. His becoming 
board president is one in a series 
of changes underway at Project 
Inform, a HIV/AIDS treatment 
advocacy organization that offers 
information to thousands of 
callers from across the country. 

“It’s more of a leave of ab¬ 
sence,” Turner told the Bay Area 
Reporter, Monday, January 3, re¬ 
ferring to his decision to step 
down from AEF. Turner, who 
most recently served as treasurer 
but was also vice president and 
president during his tenure, 
praised the organization’s new 
treasurer, Timothy White and 
AEF’s new president, Rick Salinas, 
who’s back in the top post. Salinas 
previously served as AEF’s presi¬ 
dent from 1990 to 1993. 

“Ken will be sorely missed. 
He’s been so much part of AEF 
the last five years. His abilities are 
going to be missed. He’s a terrific 
person," Salinas told the B.A.R. 

Turner, a certified public ac¬ 
countant by profession, said one 
of his biggest accomplishments 
while on the AEF board was get¬ 
ting the city’s HIV Health Services 
Planning Council to “pay atten¬ 
tion to us.” The planning council, 
which prioritizes and allocates the 
city’s portion of federal Ryan 
White CARE Act funds, created a 
direct emergency financial assis¬ 
tance category so that AEF could 
receive CARE funds. AEF pro¬ 
vides emergency help to its clients 
in the form of grants that are paid 
directly to the client’s landlord, or 
for other bills, such as telephone 
or electricity. In 1998, AEF paid 
out an estimated $1.6 million to 
3,000 clients in San Francisco and 
some surrounding counties. Of 
the total dollars, some $776,000 
came from the planning council 
in the form of a special one-time 
allocation. The organization has

one of the lowest administrative 
overheads of any local ASO and 
no paid executive director. 

“We had to have those major 
grants,” Turner said, referring to 
the CARE allocations. 

Turner also discussed the 
changes that have occurred at 
AEF over the last year. Most no¬ 
tably, he said, was the realization 
both within AEF as well as the 
community that outlying coun¬ 
ties that received AEF funds to 
provide grants to clients outside 
of San Francisco were not helping 
raise money for the organization. 

“A lot of counties we were 
serving were not financially sup¬ 
porting us,” said Turner. 

As a result, in December 1997 a 
community meeting was held and 
afterwards, AEF decided to cut off 
services to some outlying coun¬ 
ties. Clients in others, like Alame¬ 
da, saw the old annual grant 
amount of $400 reduced to $300. 
AEF had received some CARE 
funds from Alameda County but 
that too, has changed. In a No¬ 
vember letter from the Oakland 
Office of AIDS, Ronald Person, 
administrative officer, informed 
AEF that the group would not be 
receiving CARE funds this year. 

Sonoma County was also af¬ 
fected by AEF’s decision to stop 
serving outlying counties that 
raised no money. However, over 
the past year, an agreement was 
worked out whereby AEF provid¬ 
ed a one-time grant of $38,500 to 
the newly formed AEF/Sonoma 
County Coalition. That group will 
now set up a program like AEF 
and serve clients in that North Bay

community. Sonoma County had 
also raised money on its own over 
the last year so that they could re¬ 
ceive the grant from AEF. 

During 1997, AEF saw annual 
grant amounts go from $400 back 
to $500, which was the original 
annual grant amount, and then to 
$600 for San Francisco clients 
until next month. 

Last month at AEF’s annual 
community meeting, the board 
received strong support from 
those in attendance to start a sim¬ 
ilar grant program for low in¬ 
come women living with breast 
cancer. Funds for such a program 
would be separate from the 
money for HIV/AIDS clients and 
only new money specifically ear¬ 
marked for the AEF Breast Can¬ 
cer Project would be used. Turner 
hopes that will become a reality; 
the AEF board is expected to vote 
on the proposal at its meeting 
Tuesday, January 12. 

Last month, Turner said AEF 
could set up the program at vir¬ 
tually no increased cost. If the 
board decides to go ahead with 
getting breast cancer funds to dis¬ 
tribute, the new fund could be 
run out of the same office, Turn¬ 
er explained. 

“I hope it gets off the ground,” 
he said. T

ed on 17th Street and sandwiched 
between several small shops and 
Castro homes. 

The suspect is described as 
being a well-dressed, good-look¬ 
ing Latino male with a mustache 
in his 20s, 5 feet 8 inches tall 
with a muscular build, who was 
wearing a heavy dark jacket and 
jeans. 


The man, who passed the 
bogus bill to Wild Card owner 
Philip Parr, tried to use it to pay 
for items priced at less than $30.

Please read this information before you start taking SUSTIVA. Read it again each time 
you refill your prescription, in case there is any new information. Don’t treat this leaflet as 
your only source of information about SUSTIVA. Always discuss SUSTIVA with your doctor 
when you start taking your medicine and at every visit. You should remain under a doctor’s 
care when using SUSTIVA. You should not change or stop treatment without first talking 
to your doctor. 

What is SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is a medicine used to help treat HIV, the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome). SUSTIVA is a type of HIV drug called a "non-nucleoside reverse 
transcriptase inhibitor" (NNRTI). 

How does SUSTIVA work? 

SUSTIVA works by lowering the amount of HIV in the blood (called "viral load"). SUSTIVA 
must be taken with other anti-HIV medicines. When taken with other anti-HIV medicines, 
SUSTIVA has been shown to reduce viral load and increase the number of CD4 cells (a type 
of immune cell in blood). SUSTIVA may not have these effects in every patient. 

Does SUSTIVA cure HIV or AIDS? 

SUSTIVA is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking SUSTIVA may still develop other 
infections associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important that you remain under the 
care of your doctor. 

Does SUSTIVA reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

SUSTIVA has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others. Continue to 
practice safe sex, and do not use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take SUSTIVA? 

• The dose of SUSTIVA for adults is 600 mg (three 200 mg capsules, taken together) once 
a day by mouth. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower (see Can children 
take SUSTIVA?). 

• Take SUSTIVA at the same time each day. You should take SUSTIVA at bedtime during 
the first few weeks or if you have side effects, such as dizziness or trouble concentrating 
(see What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA?) 

• Swallow SUSTIVA with water, juice, milk or soda. You may take SUSTIVA with or without 
meals; however, SUSTIVA should not be taken with a high fat meal. 

• Do not miss a dose of SUSTIVA. If you forget to take SUSTIVA, take the missed dose right 
away. If you do miss a dose, do not double the next dose. Carry on with your regular 
dosing schedule. If you need help in planning the best times to take your medicine, 

ask your doctor or pharmacist. 

• Take the exact amount of SUSTIVA your doctor prescribes. Never change the dose on your 
own. Do not stop this medicine unless your doctor tells you to stop. 

• When your SUSTIVA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor or pharmacy. 

This is very important because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if the 
medicine is stopped for even a short time. The virus may develop resistance to SUSTIVA 
and become harder to treat. 

Can children take SUSTIVA? 

Yes, children who are able to swallow capsules can take SUSTIVA. Rash may be a serious 
problem in some children. Tell your child’s doctor right away if you notice rash or any other 
side effects while your child is taking SUSTIVA. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be 
lower than the dose for adults. Capsules containing lower doses of SUSTIVA are available. 
Your child’s doctor will determine the right dose based on your child’s weight. 

Who should not take SUSTIVA? 

Do not take SUSTIVA if you are allergic to SUSTIVA or any of its ingredients. 

What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my doctor? 

Talk to your doctor right away if you: 

• Are pregnant or want to become pregnant 

• Are breast-feeding 

• Have problems with your liver, or have had hepatitis 

• Start or change any medicine 

• Have side effects while taking SUSTIVA 

• Have a history of mental illness, substance or alcohol abuse 


What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA (efavirenz)? 

Many patients have dizziness, trouble sleeping, drowsiness, trouble concentrating, and/or 
unusual dreams a few hours after starting treatment with SUSTIVA. These feelings may be 
less noticeable if you take SUSTIVA at bedtime. They also tend to go away after you've taken 
the medicine for a few weeks. Rarely, patients have more serious side effects that may affect 
mood or ability to think clearly. These side effects occur more often in patients with a history 
of mental illness or substance abuse. Tell your doctor promptly if any of these side effects 
continue or if they bother you. There is the possibility that these symptoms may be more 
severe if SUSTIVA is used with alcohol or mood altering (street) drugs. You should avoid dri¬ 
ving or operating machinery if you are having these side effects. 

One of the most common side effects is rash. These rashes usually go away without any 
change in treatment. In a small number of patients, rash may be serious. If you develop a 
rash, call your doctor promptly. 

Other common side effects include tiredness, upset stomach, vomiting, and diarrhea. 
However, this is not a complete list of side effects reported with SUSTIVA when taken with 
other anti-HIV drugs. Do not rely on this leaflet alone for information about side effects. 

Your doctor can discuss a more complete list of side effects with you. 

Please contact your doctor immediately before stopping SUSTIVA because of side effects. 
Tell your doctor or other healthcare provider if you notice any side effects while taking SUSTIVA. 

What about birth control, pregnancy, or breast-feeding? 

Women should not become pregnant while taking SUSTIVA. Birth defects have been 
seen in animals treated with SUSTIVA. It is not known whether this could happen in humans. 
You should use a condom or diaphragm in addition to other methods of birth control while 
taking SUSTIVA. Inform your doctor immediately if you are pregnant. If you want to become 
pregnant, talk to your doctor. Do not take SUSTIVA if you are breast-feeding. Talk to your 
doctor if you are breast-feeding your baby. 

Can I take other medicines with SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA may change the effect of other medicines (including ones for HIV). Your doctor 
may change your medicines or change their doses. For this reason, it is very important to: 

• Let all your doctors and pharmacists know that you take SUSTIVA. 

• Tell your doctors and pharmacists about all medicines you take. This includes those you 
buy over-the-counter and herbal or natural remedies. 

Bring all your medicines when you see a doctor, or make a list of their names, how much 
you take, and how often you take them. This will give your doctor a complete picture of the 
medicines you use. Then he or she can decide the best approach for your situation. 

The following medicines may cause serious and life-threatening side effects when taken 
with SUSTIVA. You should not take any of these medicines while taking SUSTIVA:** 

• Hismanal® (astemizole) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Ergot medications (for example, Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

The following medicines may need to be changed or have their dose changed when taken 
with SUSTIVA:** 

• Crixivan® (indinavir) 

• Fortovase® (saquinavir) 

• Biaxin® (clarithromycin) 

How should I keep SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is available as 50 mg, 100 mg, and 200 mg capsules. 

Keep SUSTIVA at room temperature (77°F) in the bottle given to you by your pharmacist. 
The temperature can range from 59°-86°F. 

Keep SUSTIVA out of the reach of children. 

How can I learn more about SUSTIVA? 

Talk to your doctor or other healthcare provider if you have questions about either 
SUSTIVA or HIV. For additional information you can visit the SUSTIVA website at 
http://www.sustiva.com.

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Media maverick 

An interview with Fernando Quintero

| ews Watch Project Director 
Fernando Quintero was 
1 born in Kerman, on the 
west side of California’s Central 
Valley, 36 years ago. The youngest 
of Five children of immigrant 
Mexican farm workers originally 
from Mazatlan, his childhood in 
Fresno County played a large part 
in his choice of a career in jour¬ 
nalism: “From an early age, it was 
clear to me that the media’s power 
and influence were great,” he says. 

“Recognizing that there was 
this bias, these stereotypes that I 
saw - this misrepresentation of 
people of color - I thought that 
getting directly involved in the in¬ 
dustry and working to sensitize 
people would help.” 

Quintero studied journalism 
at California State University, 
Fresno, and after graduating from 
college, he came out and decided 
to move to San Francisco after in¬ 
terning at the Fresno and Modesto 
Bee. He temped, worked in retail, 
and then got a job with the State 
Employment Office, where he was 
a job counselor for youth. In 
1987, he took part in a summer 
program for minority journalists 
at the University of California at 
Berkeley, which marked his re¬ 
entry into journalism. 

What Quintero considers his 
first real newspaper job was at the 
Albuquerque Tribune as a reporter 
from 1987 to 1990. His last as¬ 
signment there was as the assis¬ 
tant features editor. From 1990 to 
1993, he reported for the San Jose 
Mercury News , and then he went 
back to Berkeley to work in their 
Office of Public Affairs as a writer 
and editor for their internal (fac¬ 
ulty and staff) and external 
(alumni) publications. In Decem¬ 
ber 1997, he became director of 
the News Watch Project. 

After establishing his back¬ 
ground, Quintero is eager to de¬ 
scribe the project and his duties 


there. Basically, he says, “We 
“monitor media coverage of peo¬ 
ple of color and gays and lesbians, 
and we advocate for improved 
coverage of these communities. 
To that end, we publish a website 
[http://newswatch.sfsu.edu], 
which is updated every week, and 
it includes news analysis of cover¬ 
age of the communities that we 
focus on. So it’s more topical. 
We’ll have stories on that week’s 
news. We publish a quarterly jour¬ 
nal [of which Quintero is editor], 
and that takes a more in-depth 
look at coverage issues.” 

Perhaps anticipating the next 
logical question, Quintero rushes 
on to explain more precisely what 
“advocate” means in this instance: 
“Right now, we’re in a coalition¬ 
building mode with journalists of 
color and gay and lesbian journal¬ 
ists, as well as editors. What we’re 
trying to do is build a coalition of 
all these groups to really go to in¬ 
dustry leaders - station managers, 
newspaper publishers, decision¬ 
makers - to effect change. Rather 
than us [News Watch] going di¬ 
rectly to them, we’re working to 
build a momentum. That’s our 
approach. 

“We’re all about bringing 
things to editors’ and reporters’ 
attention, and creating dialogue 
about coverage issues. We’re not 
about saying, ‘This is right. This is 
wrong. This is what you need to 
do.’ We’re not the final arbiters of 
anything. We’re getting people to • 
talk about coverage of underrep¬ 
resented communities, because 
just like race - when Clinton was 
talking about how difficult it is for 
Americans to talk about racial 
problems and issues - that same 
thing applies in journalism. It’s 
hard to get journalists to talk 
about prejudice and racism and 
homophobia in coverage within 
their own newspapers.” 

Rainbow of Color? 

At first, perhaps because he 
works with the gay press as well as

mainstream media and doesn’t 
wish to offend, Quintero appears 
a bit reluctant to discuss just how 
good a job he thinks gay media 
outlets do on reporting on people 
of color. However, after some ca¬ 
joling, he warms to the topic. “We 
see gaps, some problems, within 
the gay media, as well as the main¬ 
stream. They’re different prob¬ 
lems, though. We recently took a 
look at the gay media [“Rainbow 
of Color?” News Watch , Summer 
1998] and saw that there was a 
lack of people of color, a lack of 
representation. For the main¬ 
stream media, that perpetuates 
this idea that gay issues are white 
issues. At News Watch, we advo¬ 
cate for diversity in all media - 
mainstream, gay and lesbian, eth¬ 
nic. What we’re trying to do is to 
build, again, a solidarity among 
people of color and gays and les¬ 
bians, because from our point of 
view, we’re all in the same boat.” 

Spreading his large hands 
across the pile of papers on his 
desk, Quintero seems momentar¬ 
ily frustrated at the complexity of 
all this and clears his throat before 
continuing in earnest. “The main¬ 
stream media covers the gay and 
lesbian community in a stereo¬ 
typical way. There’s a lack of con¬ 
text in stories about the gay com¬ 
munity - an example being this 
PR blitz by Exodus [International, 
the “ex-gay” counseling-for-hire 
group] that was able to get Time 
and Newsweek and just the entire 
country debating this whole ques-

tion about ex-gays. Where was the 
context in these stories about the 
impetus for these pieces coming 
from a relatively small organiza¬ 
tion? The whole PR machine was 
missing from these accounts. 

“That kind of problem in the 
news - lack of context - also exists 
in coverage of blacks, Latinos, 
Asians, and Native Americans. So 
what we’re really pushing for is for 
people to come together to insist 
upon better coverage. People need 
to be better news consumers, be¬ 
cause news is a product. Fair, more 
accurate coverage is all part of sim¬ 
ply having a better product. People 
who watch the news and who buy 
the newspaper have the right to de¬ 
mand that. If they’re not getting it, 
they should speak up and write let¬ 
ters to the editor stating that ‘this 
is biased. This is stereotypical.’ 
Whether it’s a picture that appears 
or a caption or a story.” 

However, Quintero is happy to 
report that coverage of people of 
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color and gays and lesbians is get¬ 
ting better, at least in some re¬ 
spects. “Everyone seems to be 
making an effort to improve. The 
idea of diversity is out there. It’s a 
market-driven motivation. News¬ 
papers and television stations are 
aware that people of color also 
tune in and that advertisers are 
after them. Some are seeing the 
light and seeing that they have to 
do the right thing, and others are 
looking at the demographics and 
the market. So I do think that it’s 
improving in terms of representa¬ 
tion of people of color and the 
number of stories about the gay 
and lesbian community. The 
problem is that the approach to 
being more inclusive and being 
more diverse in coverage isn’t al¬ 
ways the best. 

“A prime example is the peri¬ 
odic rash of public sex stories. 
Sure, you can say you’re including 
the gay and lesbian community, 
but look how you’re including 
them.” 

Quintero fields a call from a 
co-worker, and then over sirens 
blaring down Market Street, 
segues into talking about how his 
background helped shape what he 
is today: “I am a product of affir¬ 
mative action, so I think that my 
belief in diversity came from my 
experience in having grown up in 
an area where there was a lot of 
prejudice and bias and discrimi¬ 
nation, and then having opportu¬ 
nities in college to gain intern-

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Therese Stewart named BASF president 

Lesbian business litigator first openly gay head of major metropolitan bar

T herese M. Stewart was sworn 
in as president of the Bar As¬ 
sociation of San Francisco 
(BASF) on December 18, making 
her the first openly lesbian or gay 
attorney to serve as head of a 
major metropolitan bar associa¬ 
tion. 

BASF is the second largest 
metropolitan bar association in 
California, with about 9,000 
members. 

“It’s only one example demon¬ 
strating that in this area [San 
Francisco] lesbian and gay people 
who are out can achieve promi¬ 
nent positions of leadership in 
mainstream organizations.” Stew¬ 
art told the Bay Area Reporter. 

Stewart achieved such a posi¬ 
tion by excelling in three areas: as 
a litigator on behalf of her corpo¬ 
rate clients; as a volunteer leader, 
working on behalf of the poor, 
women, people of color, people 
with disabilities and gay and les¬ 
bian people; and as a reformer of 
the legal profession. 

A 1981 graduate of Boalt Hall 
School of Law, Stewart was 
awarded the Order of the Coif, a 
prestigious academic honor, and 
served as editor-in-chief of the 
Ecology Law Quarterly. She then

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Catholic groups pledge 
to end anti-gay violence

' if he murder of Matthew 
Shepard “has pierced the 
H hearts of our nation and 
opened the eyes of many to the 
prejudice, discrimination, ha¬ 
rassment, and violence that gay 
and lesbian people experience,” 
read the full page ad in the De¬ 
cember 30 edition of the New 
York Times. 

The ad was cosponsored by 
New Ways Ministry, a national 
Catholic ministry working for 
justice and reconciliation of les¬ 
bians and gays within the Catholic 
Church. It was joined by Pax 
Christi USA, a Catholic organiza¬ 
tion pledged to non-violence. 

“We call on all Catholics and 
people of goodwill to look into 
their hearts and weed out violent 
perceptions and behaviors,” it 
said, and also called upon 
“Church leaders to speak boldly” 
in defense of gays and lesbians. 

More than 2,000 individuals 
and organizations signed the ad. 
Among them were nine bishops 
and 30 religious orders. 

New Ways had long decided 
that they wanted to do a joint pro¬ 


ject with Pax Christi, said Execu¬ 
tive Director Francis DeBernardo. 
Then, at a regular board meeting 
a few days after Shepards death, 
they discussed a prayer card “as a 
way to remind Catholics to pray 
for an end to violence against gay 
and lesbian people.” 

A few days later in the middle 
of a conversation, “a light bulb 
went off in my head”- the idea of 
an ad in the Times. Pax Christi 
quickly agreed to co-sponsor it. 
The groups mailed about 20,000 
letters asking people to add their 
name in support and suggested a 
$25 contribution. They set a 30- 
day deadline for responses. 

More than 2,000 individuals 
and organizations met the De¬ 
cember 18 date and responses 
continue to trickle in. “There was¬ 
n’t an underwriter,” DeBernardo 
said. The “standby” rate of 
$32,300 for the unscheduled ad 
was entirely paid for with small, 
grassroots contributions. 

“I think the Matthew Shepard 
incident touched a nerve in a lot 
of people,” he said. “It really 
opened people’s eyes to the fact 
that gay and lesbian people expe¬ 
rience similar types of violence in 
their lives.” 


“His youth and his ‘average 
Joe-ness’ made people realize this 
could be their gay brother, or their 
gay cousin, or their gay neighbor.” 

Catholicism and rights 

“Catholic teaching supports 
the rights of gay and lesbian peo¬ 
ple. We wanted to get that mes¬ 
sage across,” explained DeBernar¬ 
do. “We also wanted to have peo¬ 
ple make some sort of public 
commitment.” He hopes it leads 
to the signers taking small steps 
within their local communities. 

Nancy Small, national coordi¬ 
nator of Pax Christi, called this 
pledge “a clear indication that a 
growing number of Catholics are 
committed to ending homopho¬ 
bia and violence against gay and 
lesbian people. Our actions chal¬ 
lenge and invite people of all 
faiths to do the same.” 

New Ways is “a little reluctant” 
to support hate crimes legislation 
because “it just seems to enforce 
stronger punishments,” De¬ 
Bernardo said. He believes the an¬ 
swer is in education and rehabili¬ 
tation rather than stricter sen¬ 
tencing. 

Shepard’s accused murderers 
“are probably no different than a 
lot of young men out there on the 
streets,” he continued. “They are 
not the monsters that people want 
to make them. That is in some 
ways the more serious problem. 
Homophobia is everyday.” ▼

T he attorney defending one 
of the two men charged in 
the slaying of a gay Univer¬ 
sity of Wyoming student says he 
believes the prosecution’s request 
for the death penalty is politically 
motivated. 

The Billings Gazette of Billings, 
Montana, reported Wednesday, 
December 30 that Wyatt Skaggs, 
attorney for Russell Henderson, 
says prosecutor Cal Rerucha has 
tried equally heinous cases with¬ 
out asking for the death penalty. 

Henderson and Aaron McKin¬ 
ney, both 21, are charged with 
first-degree murder, kidnapping, 
and the beating death of 21-year- 
old Matthew Shepard, who was 
pistol-whipped and left hanging 
on a fence to die. 

Rerucha filed notices of intent 
to seek the death penalty against 


both defendants on December 28. 

“To request the death penalty 
on an individual like Russell who 
does not have a significant crimi¬ 
nal record and who does not have 
a juvenile history, and if convicted 
would be involved in basically his 
first criminal act is really heavy 
handed,” Skaggs told the newspa¬ 
per 

“The death penalty notice it¬ 
self is insufficient because it lists 
no aggravators,” Skaggs said. “Any 
death penalty notice has to list ag¬ 
gravators, or it’s assumed there are 
no aggravators, and if there are no 
aggravators, then it’s not a death 
penalty case.” 

“I think it’s heavy handed to 
say the least and somewhat polit¬ 
ically motivated,” he added.

Law makes scattering cremains easier

.f-\ ssemblyman Tom Torlak- 
son’s Cremations Con¬ 
sumer Law went into effect 
January 1, removing the stigma of 
possible criminality from sur¬ 
vivors who scatter the ashes of 
their partners and family mem¬ 
bers at sea. 

On New Year’s Day the Anti¬ 
och Democrat participated in the 
first sea-scattering service under 
the new law, joining families who 
were victimized by late pilot A1 
Vieira. Authorities discovered in 
June 1997 that Vieira had collect¬ 
ed fees to scatter the remains of 
more than 5,000 people, but had 
haphazardly stuffed the ashes into 
a storage locker in a Contra Costa 
airplane hangar. 

After researching then-current 
state law, Torlakson introduced 
AB 1705 in January 1998. The bill 
made reforms and changes that 
would allow survivors to scatter 
cremains anywhere in California 
on private land with permission 
of the landowner or governing 
agency in the case of state parks. 
Existing law required ashes scat¬ 
tered at sea to be at least three 
miles from shore, which often 
subjected families to rough seas 
and hazardous waters; Torlakson’s 
bill changed the limit to 500 yards 
from shore, making it simpler for 
survivors to scatter ashes them¬ 
selves. 

In addition, the legislation re¬ 
quires funeral directors to make 
full and accurate disclosures to 
consumers and standardizes the 


requirements for funeral homes 
and directors. The funeral indus¬ 
try lobbied heavily against the 
bill. 

In August Torlakson met with 
Debbie Hobson, wife of 27-year- 
old Army Sergeant Kenneth Hob¬ 
son who was one of the 12 Amer¬ 
icans killed in the 1998 U.S. Em¬ 
bassy bombing in Nairobi, Kenya. 
By law, Debbie Hobson was pre¬ 
vented from scattering her hus¬ 
band’s ashes over the land in Big 
Sur where the two had met and 
fallen in love. Instead, the Nep¬ 
tune Society helped her to scatter 
his ashes three miles out in Mon¬ 
terey Bay. Debbie Hobson sup-

they say the word ‘family’ and 
think it means 2.4 kids only with a 
white man and woman.

“This new con¬ 
sumer rights law brings Califor¬ 
nia in line with the other 49 
states,” Torlakson said, “it make it 
easier and less expensive for Cal¬ 
ifornians to put their loved ones 


tiative is a vehicle for homopho¬ 
bia,” she pointed out.

Petaluma leads county 
in domestic partners

P etaluma has become be¬ 
came the first city in Sono¬ 
ma County to offer domes¬ 
tic partners benefits to its em¬ 
ployees, and a registry for unmar¬ 
ried couples who live or work 
within its borders. 

After a handful of speakers 
from the religious right issued the 
usual admonitions against gay re¬ 
lationships, City Council mem¬ 
bers voted unanimously Monday, 
January 4 to provide the same 
benefits to legitimate domestic 
partners and their children as they 
do for married spouses. They also 
agreed to set up a registry for cou¬ 
ples who qualify as domestic part¬ 


ners, whether gay or straight. 

“To me it’s a no-brainer,” ex¬ 
plained City Councilmember Jane 
Hamilton. 

“Whether you agree or dis¬ 
agree with domestic partners, we 
should treat each other with re¬ 
spect,” agreed Councilwoman 
Pamela Torliatt. 

Once the benefits resolution is 
drafted and signed by coun- 
cilmembers, it will provide dental, 
vision, bereavement leave, sick 
leave, and other benefits except 
basic health insurance, for city 
employees and council members. 

Currently, Petaluma buys heath 
insurance under the state’s GilPERS 
plan (California Public Employees

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A new era for medicinal marijuana?

F or people who use medici¬ 
nal marijuana and their ad¬ 
vocates, the election of Bill 
Lockyer as attorney general is 
likely to be one of the most wel¬ 
come changes in state govern¬ 
ment.

However, she is aware of the 
work that remains. “This is a cru¬ 
cial period in the gay civil rights 
movement,” Stewart said in a 
public statement. “On the one 
hand, we have made great strides, 
for example, hundreds of law 
firms and corporations now pro¬ 
vide domestic partner benefits to 
their employees. 

“On the other hand, we are 
seeing an intense backlash in 
which the religious right has put 
us front and center as targets to 
attack, claiming that being gay is 
a ‘lifestyle’ choice and that choos¬ 
ing that‘lifestyle’ is a sin.” 

Plans for 1999 

Stewart’s goals for her term are 
to continue to press BASF to focus 
on diversity issues, such as in¬ 
creasing the numbers of ethnic 
minority attorneys and attorneys 
with disabilities in law firms. She 
cites recent anti-affirmative action 
ballot initiatives as making achiev¬ 
ing these goals more difficult. 

Stewart has also been working 
with the heads of the other six 
major metropolitan bar associa¬ 
tions in California, who have 
banded together in the wake of the

orities. His 10th priority is to devise 
a way to implement Proposition 
215, the medical marijuana initia¬ 
tive passed by voters in November 
1996. While Lungren opposed the 
initiative, Lockyer supported it, and 
as attorney general will seek to find 


ways to make it work. He has ap¬ 
pointed a task force to study ways 
to implement the proposition. 
Lockyer has said he believes that 
Lungren was “overly zealous” in 
opposing the initiative after its 
adoption by voters. 

Peron perceives a “vast differ¬ 
ence” between Lockyer’s political 
agenda, which Peron character¬ 
ized as “making people’s lives bet¬ 
ter,” and Lungren’s agenda, which 
focused “on one thing and one 
thing only - crime.” Peron said he 
foresees Lockyer “ushering in a 
new era of more compassionate 
justice.” 

Lockyer has expressed his de¬ 
sire to cooperate with local com¬ 
munities in finding a way to pro¬ 
vide medical cannabis to appro¬ 
priate patients. Several Bay Area 
cities, including San Francisco and 
Oakland, have expressed an inter¬ 
est in making medical marijuana 
available through a controlled sys¬ 
tem for persons with AIDS-relat- 
ed wasting, cancer, glaucoma, and 
certain other conditions.

crime to direct, supervise, or re¬ 
cruit someone to commit prosti¬ 
tution, or to collect or receive part 
of a prostitute’s earnings. 

Also on January ITthe law cov¬ 
ering adult or sexually oriented 
businesses was expanded to en¬ 
compass establishments that pro¬ 
vide nude dancing but don’t serve 
alcohol. It closes a loophole that 
has allowed those businesses to 
operate as theaters and concert 


halls to circumvent local zoning 
laws. 

Former Governor Pete Wilson 
says police complain that juice 
bars attract drug users, encourage 
fights, and lead to prostitution. 

Another new law will require 
the state Department of Justice to 
update and distribute its CD- 
ROM file of registered sex offend¬ 
ers on a monthly basis. T 


The presence of a supportive 
attorney general does not let per¬ 
sons who use or supply medical 
marijuana off the hook, however. 
The federal government classifies 
cannabis as a Schedule I substance 
with no recognized medical use, 
and federal law supersedes state 
and local laws. The federal gov¬ 
ernment was instrumental in 
closing San Francisco’s Cannabis 
Healing Center (formerly the 
Cannabis Buyers Club) this past 
May and Oakland’s Cannabis 
Buyer’s Cooperative in October. A 
federal lawsuit brought against 


these and four other Bay Area 
clubs in January 1998 is still un¬ 
derway. 

California and Arizona were 
the first of a wave of state initia¬ 
tives to legalize medicinal 
cannabis. In this past November’s 
election, four other states - Alas¬ 
ka, Oregon, Nevada, and Wash¬ 
ington - passed propositions ap¬ 
proving such use. Washington, 
D.C. also had a medical marijuana 
initiative on its ballot, but a con¬ 
gressional measure has prevented 
those votes from being officially 
tallied. T

Louis, said January 4. 

. “We are entering a brave new 
world of protein therapy that up 
till now we didn’t know existed. 
This is the first example of protein 
therapy,” said Steven Dowdy, as¬ 
sistant professor of molecular on¬ 
cology, whose work is funded by 
the Howard Hughes Medical In¬ 
stitute and the National Institutes 
of Health. 

Dowdy told United Press In¬ 
ternational that until now phar¬ 
maceutical treatment of diseases 
was limited to small molecules 
that could penetrate the cell 
membrane. Small molecules have 
disadvantages: They don’t get into 
every cell; they can be toxic to 
normal cells; they require large 
numbers; and they are susceptible 
to development of resistance. 

In 1988, Dowdy said scientists 
figured out how to unfold and re¬ 
fold larger proteins to allow these 
molecules to penetrate cells. But 
once it was shown to be possible, 
the work lay fallow, Dowdy said 
until he came up with the idea of 
using large proteins to attack HIV. 

Use, don’t kill, protease 

HIV uses a scissors-like pro¬ 
tein called a protease to cut out 
enzymes it needs for reproduc¬ 
tion. Protease inhibitor drugs sit 
in the hinge of the scissors, pre¬ 
venting the proteases from doing 
their job. But mutations in the 
protease can make the drugs inef¬ 
fective. The drugs also inhibit a 
patient’s own proteases, so they 
often are toxic. 

Riding his bike to work one 


day, Dowdy thought, “Why not 
use the viral protease to kill the 
cell instead of using a drug to in¬ 
activate the protease?” Reporting 
in the January issue of the New 
York-based journal Nature Medi¬ 
cine , Dowdy and colleagues de¬ 
scribed how they designed a pro¬ 
tein that would activate the sys¬ 
tem of programmed cell death 
known as apoptosis. Once inside 
an HIV-infected cell, the HIV 
protease cuts the protein trigger¬ 
ing capsace-3. Capsace-3 activa¬ 
tion begins a robust, unstoppable 
chain reaction of thousands of 
capsace molecules in the cell, 
leading to cell death. 

Dowdy said that in the test 
tube the reaction is so quick that 
all HIV-infected cells die within 
10 minutes. “With protein thera¬ 
py we can transduce - get inside - 
100 percent of the HIV cells,” he 
said. Because the protein mole¬ 
cule is programmed only to react 
to HIV- protease, uninfected cells 
are not affected. And because the 
reaction occurs so quickly and so 
far down the line of the cascade, 
Dowdy said he doesn’t think the 
molecule will be able to develop a 
mutation to defend against the 
protein therapy. 

Even if it does somehow come 
up with a natural defense, Dowdy 
said the protein can be redesigned 
to attack that mutation as well. 

He cautioned, however, pro¬ 
tein therapy is not a cure for 
AIDS. “We won’t even begin 
human tests for at least a year,” he 
cautioned. Animal studies are al¬ 
ready under way. Y

An unusual partnership 
to find a cure

H IDS activists have made 
1 possible the successes 
m against the epidemic we are 
beginning to experience, and not 
only by working through non-vi¬ 
olent direct action to focus atten¬ 
tion on the issue of drug develop¬ 
ment. Some people do not realize 
the impact they have had behind 
the scenes: for example, at 
last year’s World AIDS 
Conference in Gene¬ 
va, Switzerland, sev- ( 
eral meetings were set 
for discussion of 
prospective development 
of new drugs. One such 
meeting brought to¬ 
gether scientists, pub¬ 
lic relations staff, and 
AIDS advocates to 
discuss the future of 
Trimeris’s fusion inhibitor, T-20. 

It is no longer uncommon in 
the AIDS epidemic for two sides 
that have been at odds many 
times - activists and drug manu¬ 
facturers - to come together, not 
contentiously, but peacefully and 
productively. AIDS patients and 
pharmaceutical companies may 
have different motives for drug 
approval, but they also have much 
in common, and have become un¬ 
usual partners in the painstaking 
process of bringing drugs to mar¬ 
ket. 

Each pharmaceutical company 
works differently with the AIDS 
community, and there is no set 
script for activists working with 
them. Some corporations include 
us in most decisions along the 
way, while others are less willing to 
work with activists, but virtually 
every company that has any HIV 
treatment in development has had 
the voice of people with AIDS 
(PWAs) involved in the process. 

Patient empowerment 

AIDS activists, many with no 
scientific or medical background, 
have educated themselves simply 
through practical experience in 
advocating for drugs to save their 
own lives. Over the years PWAs 
have advised drug companies in 
basic science, developing proto¬ 
cols for clinical trials, designing 
access programs, and negotiating 
ethical marketing strategies. Most 
importantly, the communications 
have helped in the ultimate goal, 
federal Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration (FDA) approval. No other 
disease group in history has mo¬ 
bilized so effectively to make life¬ 
saving drugs available to people 
who desperately need them; it is 
the utmost example of patient 
empowerment. As a result of their 


perseverance, the FDA has ap¬ 
proved 15 new anti-viral drugs for 
HIV treatment in a relatively 
short amount of time, death rates 
are down, and companies are pro¬ 
ducing a profit. 

Moving a drug through its 
elaborate research timetable can 
be a complicated journey with 
many roadblocks. New companies 
such as Trimeris rely upon PWAs 
who have been through the delib¬ 
erations many times, who under¬ 
stand the realities of the process, 
and who are frankly the best 
unpaid consultants the 
corporate world can 
find. More established 
companies like Glaxo- 
Wellcome now know 
they cannot ethically 
move their research 
along without input 
from the AIDS com¬ 
munity. They under¬ 
stand the relevance of 
activists’ knowledge and under¬ 
stand that in reality, the negotia¬ 
tions help everyone concerned. 

It wasn’t always that way. At 
first, the only way to negotiate 
with pharmaceutical companies 
was to threaten them with direct 
action. PWAs held successful civil 
disobedience actions to get the in¬ 
dustry’s attention. Disruptions at 
scientific conferences, phone and 


fax zaps of companies, and arrest 
actions in the streets were com¬ 
mon in those days. Stock markets 
and businesses were closed while 
CEOs and board members agreed 
to activists’ demands. 

Because of those actions, peo¬ 
ple with AIDS are now at the 
table, fully involved in the devel¬ 
opment process. Discussions are 
more civilized, are usually pro¬ 
ductive, and hopefully can serve 
everyone’s best interests. But not 
always. There are still communi¬ 
cation problems, hold-outs, and 
secrets kept by the industry that 
block positive interaction and fur¬ 
ther approval of the drugs. Some¬ 
times the discussions inside will 
break down and force other ac¬ 
tivists to protest outside - simul¬ 
taneously. 

Contentious pricing 

While most interactions with 
the pharmaceutical companies are 
about access and speedy develop¬ 
ment, there is more heated debate 


regarding pricing and long-term 
side effects. Pricing debates have 
been on the forefront of con¬ 
frontations with the industry ever 
since the community forced Bur- 
roughs-Wellcome to lower the 
price of AZT, the first approved 
AIDS drug. Now that competition 
is fierce in the industry, pricing 
has become a major ethical con¬ 
cern among activists who fear 
drugs are priced at “all the market 
will bear.” They worry that pricing 
will force bankruptcy in the fed¬ 
eral and state assistance programs. 
Third world countries may never 
have access to the drugs because 
they are so expensive. The phar¬ 
maceutical companies may end 
up pricing themselves completely 
out of the market and no one will 
be able to afford the drugs. 

Drug companies say they need 
to recoup research and develop¬ 
ment costs as many drugs fail and 
never reach the market. The com¬ 
panies say they need to price ac¬ 
cordingly so they will be able to 
develop other AIDS drugs. But ac¬ 
tivists will never know what they 
are spending on development, be¬ 
cause companies are usually not 
forthcoming with financial infor¬ 
mation. 

Drug pricing is by far the most 
contentious issue confronting the 
epidemic, and medicine today. If 


communications would continue 
to be open and honest with the 
AIDS community as in the past, 
and the industry prices drugs fair¬ 
ly, perhaps this issue will be worked 
out like many of the others. 

The progress of T-20 is an ex¬ 
ample of how discussions can be 
mutually beneficial. After meeting 
with activists in Switzerland, 
Trimeris changed design issues re¬ 
lated to drug studies, and moved 
T-20 into Phase II clinical trials. 
Because the company brought ac¬ 
tivists to the table from the begin¬ 
ning, and responsibly listened to 
them, progress has been made in 
bringing a promising new drug to 
people who need it. 

If all goes well Trimeris will see 
the approval of T-20. Now every¬ 
one is watching to see if the drug 
warrants approval, and if the 
company will price it responsibly. 
Activists will then move forward 
with the next issue at the table, the 
next AIDS drug, the next phar¬ 
maceutical company. V

llll at the Eureka Valley play- 

11 ground has unleashed some 
dog owners’ anger, but the city’s 
Recreation and Parks Department 
officials say the planned 8-foot 
high chain link fence around the 
outfield of Rikki Streicher Field 
will solve the problem of park 
users stepping in dog poop while 
on the field. 

Flyers went up in the neigh¬ 
borhood last month explaining 
the project. “The fence is designed 
to provide a safe and secure play¬ 
ing environment for the youth 
and children who use the field ... 
and for protection of other users 
from balls flying into the tennis 
court and other areas of the play¬ 
ground ...” the flyer stated. 

Dog owner Robert Roederer 
doesn’t believe it. Roederer, who 
lives across the street from 
Collingwood Park, said “they’re 
doing that to keep dogs out. I’m 
irked about it.” 

Tony Leung, with the parks de¬ 
partment, and Nancy Dito, a di¬ 
rector who’s worked at the park 
for about 17 years, said it is need¬ 
ed. And, while there are signs that 
dogs are allowed in the park from 
6 to 8 a.m. and 6 to 8 p.m., both 
explained that the park is not an 
“official” dog park. Dogs being al¬ 
lowed in the park was a trial pro¬ 
ject that acting Recreation and 
Parks Director Joel Robinson in¬ 
stituted over a year ago.

“I think people are walking 
dogs there now, but it’s actually not 
a dog walking park,” Leung said. 

“Unfortunately, some were 
over running their dogs while 
baseball was being played,” Dito 
told the Bay Area Reporter. She 
added that just about all the dog 
owners who use the park clean up 
after their pets, but a few do not. 

“A proposal was made and ap¬ 
proved to put up a fence,” she 
said. “There will be about 5 feet of 
grass on the outside of the fence 
and dogs will be allowed there.”

Gay and Lesbian Sierrans 
create gardens for all 
San Franciscans Saturday

P I early everyone in San 
Francisco who doesn’t 
1 % have a garden of their own 
yearns for one. The Gay and Les¬ 
bian Sierrans (GLS) are making 
that goal a little more possible, 
through the Presidio Habitat 
Restoration Project. The project, 
now in its sixth year, seeks volun¬ 
teers for planting and gardening 
this Saturday morning, January 9 
as they work to return Crissy Field 
to its original natural splendor. 

Together with the National 
Parks Board and the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment’s AmeriCor - an achieve¬ 
ment of the Clinton administra¬ 
tion designed to respect and re¬ 
store America’s natural habitats - 
GLS will cultivate Crissy Field and 
root once-native plants. 

“The Presidio is like San Fran¬ 
cisco’s front yard,” said Ginny 
Bowen, GLS volunteer director. 
“At the old Crissy Field we are 
restoring the lands to their natur¬ 
al habitat and planting native flora 
such as dune grass and beach 
strawberries. It’s a beautiful thing 
to see a return to nature, and to be 
instrumental in remaking this area 
as it was before development.” 

GLS is working to restore 
marshlands, creek beds, and dune 
areas throughout the former mil¬ 
itary base, and has at their dispos¬ 
al the Presidio Nursery, a nucleus 
of native botanicals. Saturday will 
be the third planting activity at 
Crissy Field. 


“The turnout of volunteers 
hasn’t been enough to bring our 
efforts to full fruition,” GLS board 
director Carol Peterson told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “We need many 
more, and it’s such a wonderful 
cooperation of energies. I think 
anyone who turns up Saturday - 
gay, lesbian, straight, whatever - 
will find it to be a day well spent.” 

GLS of San Francisco is the first 
active queer chapter of the Sierra 
Club Foundation. As an all-inclu¬ 
sive organization, “welcoming gay, 
lesbian, bisexual, transgender, and 
straight individuals interested in 
the restoration and preservation of 
the natural environment,” accord¬ 
ing to Bowen, GLS San Francisco 
has paved the way for chapters in 
Sacramento, Los Angeles, New 
York, and other cities. 

“We also sponsor outings such 
as day hikes and Bay Area explo¬ 
rations,” she said. “GLS has an ac¬ 
tivity planned every weekend and 
the membership is free. We also 
distribute a bi-monthly newslet¬ 
ter with information on upcom¬ 
ing outings.” 

As for this weekend’s activities, 
Bowen said, “I look at it as an op¬ 
portunity to create a garden of 
your own. A garden that many 
thousands of people will be able 
to enjoy for years to come.” T

Sex site meant 
excitement 
in Virginia

up by Virginia State Police

The website includes the 
names, pictures, and addresses of 
more than 400 convicted sex of¬ 
fenders in Northern Virginia. 

Error claimed on 
Michigan sex site 

A Southwest Michigan man is 
fighting to get his name off a po¬ 
lice list of suspected sexual offend¬ 
ers there. Unlike the Virginia list, 
it’s only available to police and 
court personnel, but in any case 
Carl Motter of Plainwell claims he 
was wrongfully put there. 

Motter is accused of being 


naked at an 1-94 rest stop over a 
year ago in Kalamazoo County. 
Motter says police have the wrong 
man, since he was working at the 
Plainwell paper plant at the time 
of alleged incident. An attorney 
and private investigator have 
proven his car was in the plant 
parking lot at that time. 

Motter’s wife told reporters 
she’s puzzled as to why her hus¬ 
band was even put on the list, 
since he doesn’t even match the 
suspect’s description. 

Burgled blues in Indiana 

Indiana police are searching 
for the burglars who took cases of 
Viagra tablets valued at nearly 
$20,000. The pills were discovered

Kentucky schools: 
rife with harassment

T wo Kentucky school boards 
are embroiled in legal ac¬ 
tions prompted by students 
who claim to have suffered harass¬ 
ment at the hands of fellow stu¬ 
dents. In Louisville, a federal judge 
has refused to set aside an award 
of $220,000 to a teen-age girl who 
sued the Spencer County School 
Board for sexual harassment she 
suffered at the hands of other stu¬ 
dents. Alma McGowen’s lawyers 
successfully argued that the board 
became liable when officials were 
informed of the harassment and 
didn’t do anything about it. U.S. 
District Judge Thomas Russell de¬ 
nied the board’s motion to set 
aside the jury verdict Tuesday, De¬ 
cember 29. 

In Paducah, in a much more 
notorious case, the McCracken 
County Board of Education and 
Heath High School personnel 
have been named as defendants in 
a civil lawsuit filed in connection 
with teen killer Michael Carneal’s 
deadly shooting spree at the 


school. Carneal has told psychol¬ 
ogists that he went on the shoot¬ 
ing rampage in December 1997 
after he sustained anti-gay harass¬ 
ment from other students, which 
escalated after the school newspa¬ 
per printed an item intimating he 
had a crush on another male stu¬ 
dent. 

Families of Carneal’s victims 
say teachers and administrators 
share liability because they knew 
the boy was troubled and didn’t 
do anything about it. 

A January 15 hearing is set for 
a motion for dismissal, filed by 
the school board. In the motion, 
the school board’s lawyer says vic¬ 
tims’ families missed the statute of 
limitations when they waited 
until one year and one day after 
the killings to file their lawsuit. He 
also says the board has sovereign 
immunity. School officials have 
also denied knowing about the 
item in the school newspaper. 

McGowen is now a student at 
Jefferson Community College, and 
says she plans to write and publicly 
speak about her ordeal. Carneal is 
in prison, awaiting trial. ▼

remote road near Laramie. Au¬ 
thorities said the suspicious death 
of Cindy Dixon, 40, has nothing 
to do with Shepard’s murder. 

Dixon, found dead of hy¬ 
pothermia along a road eight 
miles north of Laramie early Sun¬ 
day, is the mother of Henderson, 
one of two men accused of killing 
Shepard. Investigators believe 
Shepard was attacked because he 
was gay. 

Deputies say Dixon was seen 
staggering out of a Laramie bar 
hours before her body was discov¬ 
ered. Albany County Sheriff’s 
Sergeant Rob Graham says there 
was no evidence she was beaten. 


Bitter cold temperatures com¬ 
bined with a brisk wind the night 
Dixon was found added up to a 
chill factor of 30 below zero, au¬ 
thorities said. The location of her 
body was not near where Shepard 
was beaten to death. 

Deputies say the woman’s es¬ 
tranged husband, Charles Dixon Jr., 
was in court Tuesday after being ar¬ 
rested for violating conditions of 
bond set December 30 in connec¬ 
tion with an earlier assault on Dixon. 

Investigators did not discuss 
whether Charles Dixon was sus¬ 
pected of having a role in his 
wife’s death. Records show he as¬ 
saulted the Dixon woman twice in 
1997. 

Henderson is scheduled to go 
on trial March 22. McKinney’s 
trial is to begin August 9. ▼

John Greyson's Un©ut 
at the Castro Theatre 

I n his early short film, The Making of Monsters (1991), Canadian di¬ 
rector John Greyson rewrote “Mack the Knife” as a queer ditty. In his 
first feature, Urinal (1991), he corralled a group of historical homos 
— Yukio Mishima and Frida Kahlo among them — into a Toronto 
apartment for a yakfest on the repression of gays. In Zero Patience 
(1993) he made the dreaded “Patient Zero”— the French-Canadian stew¬ 
ard believed to be an early vehicle for the AIDS virus — the centerpiece 
of a musical, of all things. With the award-winning Lilies (1997), Greyson 
achieved the seemingly impossible: luring audiences to a florid melodra¬ 
ma that combined Brechtian distancing devices with the camp of Ronald 
Firbank and a fire-and-brimstone gay love story. 

Greyson is an anomaly even by the standards of queer cinema. A 
strong pictorialist, he avoids classical narrative, or more correctly per¬ 
haps, skewers it in favor of a more playful, experimental style that recalls 
the work of Peter Greenaway, though without the latter’s unrelenting pes¬ 
simism. Greyson’s films are “about” something — sexual identity, politi¬ 
cal and social repression, AIDS — without being mere polemics; he dress¬ 
es up his ideas with visual and verbal game-playing, absurdist imagery, 
sexy boys, and best of all, humor. His latest film, the feature-length video 
Un©ut (1997), adds circumcision, copyright, Canadian politics and 
mores, and Pierre Trudeau’s possible homosexuality to his list of subjects, 
and the result is a dizzying, demanding work that will confound some 
but reward open-minded viewers who can handle a challenge. Greyson 
literally throws a bone to penis-spotters, who will find much to love in 
Un©ut‘s frequent frontal male nudity. 

Type-casting 

The setting is a “pre-digital gay community” in Toronto in 1979, a

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William Friedkin films at the Roxie Cinema

111 illiam Friedkin’s career is a 
study in contradictions. A 
if liberal intellectual by na¬ 
ture who made two of the most no¬ 
torious works of queer cinema — 
The Boys in the Band (1970) and 
Cruising (1980) — he’s long been 
one of the gay community’s 
demons. Seemingly innocent 
comedies like the Sonny and Cher 
vehicle Good Times (1967) and that 
loving paean to vaudeville, The 
Night They Raided Minsky's (1968), 
were soon followed by brutal 
policiers ( The French Connection, 
1971) and nihilistic gorefests ( The 
Exorcist, 1973). Friedkin’s vision is 
broad enough to support both the 
popular hackwork of Robin Moore 
or William Peter Blatty, and the 
high-class high-jinks of a Harold 
Pinter. The trick is that, for the 
most part, Friedkin shows little fi¬ 
delity to his sources. Readers of The 
French Connection won’t recognize 
that book in the movie, just as his 
version of Cruising mostly jetti¬ 
soned the original story. 

Friedkin uses his sources sim¬ 
ply as a springboard for his own 
unerringly bleak world-view; he 
sees life as a grim mystery that can 
never be solved and refuses to offer 
pat solutions. Human identity is 
wavering, unstable, violent; thus in 
Jade (1995), a respected psycholo¬ 
gist has a double life as a whore; in 
Cruising, a respected cop may be a 
closet case and gay-killer; in The 
French Connection and To Live and 
Die in L.A. (1985), the so-called 
bad guys appear as intelligent and 
refined businessmen, while the 
cops are slobbering psychos so out 
of control they kill their own com¬ 
rades. Sometimes this refusal to 
clarify the characters and their ac¬ 
tivities backfires; much has been 
made of the opaque plot of Cruis¬ 
ing, and Friedkin himself fueled 
that fire with comments like, “I 
myself was not sure whether there 
was one killer or more than one. 
It’s ambiguous.” 

Friedkin’s insistence on telling 
his dark truths — “there is no 
subject that is off limits to a film¬ 
maker,” he once said — has re¬ 
sulted in a career studded with 
controversy and breakthroughs. 
Many newspapers (including the 
Los Angeles Times ) refused even to 
run the ads for The Boys in the 
Band, but the film, a first in forc¬ 
ing a skittish public to take a close 
look at the particulars of gay life, 
became part of cinema legend 
anyway. In The Exorcist, Friedkin 
rubs audiences’ noses in demon 
possession, the failure of religion, 
and the foulest-mouthed teeny- 
bopper in movie history. (“Your 
mother sucks cocks in hell!” sure¬ 
ly should be in Bartlett's as one of 
the most-quoted-ever lines.) Not 
surprisingly, one astute theater 
manager had his staff carry 
smelling salts and scatter kitty lit¬ 
ter through the aisles to absorb 
the vomit that poured out of 
retching viewers. The French Con¬ 
nection was another groundbreak- 
er. It set the standard for modern 
chase scenes in Popeye Doyle’s 
breathtaking tear through New 
York City that many still believe 
resulted in injuries. (Friedkin 
himself manned one of the cam¬ 
eras for this white-knuckle ride.) 

Deviants on parade 

Friedkin’s specialty is the de¬ 
viant demimonde — the leather 
scene in Cruising, the criminal

underground in many of the films 
— and the fiercely bound band of 
outsiders who populate it. He also 
usually includes an outsider, a 
spectator who stands in for the 
audience observing this demi¬ 
monde in action. In The Boys in 
the Band, it’s the possibly straight 
Alan, who’s there to give voice — 
and it’s not a pretty sound — to 
middlebrow homophobia. In 
Jade, it’s David, the straightlaced 
cop who, like the audience, is 
pulled ever deeper into an in¬ 
creasingly squalid, chaotic world 
of “sex, money, and power.” 

But Friedkin himself is in 
many ways a neutral observer, ex¬ 
ploring his subterranean worlds 
without judging them. If any¬ 
thing, his sympathies are closer to 
the “criminals” — he makes their 
vitality and power appealing. In 
The French Connection, the drug 
dealers, about whom we learn lit¬ 
tle, seem more human than Gene 
Hackman’s pathological Popeye. 
In Cruising — clueless queer crit¬ 
ics to the contrary — it’s the 
leather boys who are the targeted 
innocents, gyrating and popper¬ 
sniffing their way to a pleasure 
that harms no one, while the cops 
(read: society) are shaking down, 
brutalizing, raping, and probably 
murdering gays. 

What makes Friedkin’s dis¬ 
turbing, seemingly unpalatable 
films work so effectively are his 
brilliant formal manipulations. 
The man who says he doesn’t 
know how many killers there are 
in Cruising has also been called 
“the purest and most impersonal 
technician” in cinema. The exor¬ 
cism sequence in The Exorcist, the 
chase scenes in The French Con¬ 
nection, Jade, and To Live and Die 
in L.A., and the murders in Cruis¬ 
ing are bravura examples of for¬ 
mal control. Friedkin’s perfec¬ 
tionism alienated some actors and 
crew members, but his dynamic 
cutting and subtle sound manip¬ 
ulations force the viewer to live 
the action in a way few other 
modern filmmakers have 
achieved. This is Friedkin’s genius: 
making audiences come to terms 
with what the title character in 
Jade calls “the darkness within us.” 
This “darkness” pervades the 
films; in Sorcerer, Friedkin’s tense 
remake of Clouzot’s classic Wages 
of Fear, what starts as a dangerous 
trek through the jungle soon be¬ 
comes an exercise in existential 


terror, made real by the director’s 
superb staging of this difficult 
material and his gradual envelop¬ 
ment of his characters in chaos. 

In recent years, Friedkin has 
worked as much in TV as in 
movies, on shows like The Twi¬ 
light Zone, C.A.T. Squad, and even 
an episode of Tales from the Crypt. 
This may be less an indicator of 
his failings than a sign that, in 
spite of his past successes, the cul-

After he refuses to fight a lean¬ 
er, meaner, “crazy” opponent, 
Craig is offered a more sleazy and 
ruthless job. After another dra¬ 
matic moment of decision, he 
winds up on the doorstep of Matt 
and Paula. 

Meanwhile, in London, Matt 
has been obsessing about “the 
Blackpool boy” while running his 
“one-night” clubs, handling 
Paula, and negotiating with his 
bitter, jaded, manipulative former 
sugar-daddy and mentor, Kelvin, 
for a nightclub of his own. 

When Craig appears and is 
welcomed into the flat by Matt, 
both Kelvin and Paula are cha¬ 
grined and jealous and begin to 
attempt to destroy this new and 
fragile relationship. They ridicule 
Craig for his past sexual history 
and penchant for imitation street 
trash, and insist that even though 
he is not a fake, this is just anoth¬ 
er fleeting fling. And they do 
everything in their considerable 
combined power to make sure 
that is the case. It doesn’t help that 
Matt introduces Craig to his 
world too fast. 

At a club one night, Matt gives 
Craig his first hit of Ecstasy. When 


Matt’s head is turned for a mo¬ 
ment, some guy persists in pinch¬ 
ing Craig’s nipples, which flares 
an eruption of his violent temper. 
Craig tells Matt he needs a job, 
but Matt says he’s not ready yet 
and should just “find his feet.” 
Craig takes a job at a low-end gay 
bar, where he immediately smash¬ 
es a bottle onto the head of an ar¬ 
rogant gay-baiter. Paula expands 
her diva demands on Matt, and 
Kelvin offers him a club if he 
helps with the launch of a new 
“pretty boy” singing group, one of 
whom, Jamie, Matt tricked with 
twice — and who has a really big 
dick. 

The machinations and manip¬ 
ulations lead to confrontations, 
conflagrations, and reconcilia¬ 
tions until the finale, where the 
choice must be made among true 
love, a highly successful career, 
and a healthy life. 

Steve Bell, the current holder 
of the U.K.’s Amateur Boxing As¬ 
sociation’s Featherweight Title, 
makes his film debut here as 
Craig; he is an amazing natural 
talent and unparalleled fighter. 
Openly gay and clearly gorgeous, 
with marvelously expressive eyes, 


a chiseled body, powerful charis¬ 
ma, vulnerability, and depth, this 
young man could — and should 
— become a major star (The Hol¬ 
lywood powers-that-be would 
probably have him do something 
about his slightly oversized ears. 
This reviewer sees them as a 
charming quirk.) 

Ian Rose, as Matt, portrays a 
more subtle, but equally conflict¬ 
ed character with warmth, flair 
and intelligence. Also openly gay, 
Ian brings his experience on Lon¬ 
don’s stages and television, and 
his great looks to this demanding 
role with laudable skill and com¬ 
passion. 

Dani Behr, an actual diva in 
England, has a tremendous pres¬ 
ence in the role of Paula, a vicious, 
conniving, self-centered bitch. 
Nobody who has ever been back- 
stage with a major pop singer or 
famous drag queen will deny her 
amazingly dead-on performance. 

Christopher Hargreaves shines 
in the smallish role of Tony, 
Craig’s gruff but deeply loving 
brother. His performance is 
strong, endearing and sometimes 
very funny. 

And Roger Daltry (yes, from 
The Who) is honestly astounding 
in what must be considered a 
groundbreaking performance as a 
nasty, vicious, plastic surgery-ad¬ 
dicted bitter older queen with a 
penchant for using young boys 
and making money, and an evil 
disdain for love and humanity. 
Daltry’s performance of Kelvin is 
marvelously wicked, bitterly 
funny and — deity help us — lov¬ 
able. 

Like It Is is remarkable in so 
many ways. Directed brilliantly by 
first-timer Paul Oremland, writ¬ 
ten exquisitely by Robert Gray, 
and photographed beautifully by 
Alistair Cameron, the story is 
honest and touching and real, the 
sex scenes are truly hot, the fights 
are stunningly brutal, and the de¬ 
pictions of the club world make 
54 look like a cartoon. 

Already compared to Beautiful 
Thing, Like It Is is really pretty dis¬ 
similar. Where Thing is a lovely 
but simpler coming out story, Like 
It Is is a more complex and de¬ 
tailed adult love story. Only a 
Scrooge like Daltry’s cold-blood¬ 
ed and hopeless Kelvin would 
consider this movie anything less 
than fabulous. T

Sex in the city 

'Like It Is' at the Lumiere

' incerely and expertly execut¬ 
ed, Like It Is is probably the 
- best adult gay love story 
movie ever made. It’s ostensibly 
the story of a small-town, work¬ 
ing-class boy who escapes from 
his dead-end existence to the big 
city in search of a future and an 
understanding of his burgeoning 
gay feelings. His experiences with 
the experienced, and his realiza¬ 
tion that life can be very different, 
but just as dead-end, in another 
world, cause him to learn about 
love and the harsh realities of hu¬ 
manity everywhere. 

Craig (Steve Bell) is a low-born 
kid living in Blackpool, England, 
a seedy resort/amusement park 
city. When introduced, he is hov¬ 
ering outside Flamingo’s, the 
smallish town’s gay hotspot. His 
silent conflict is clear: he knows 
he’s gay, but crossing that thresh¬ 
old into “the gay world” is anath¬ 
ema. We know he has been here 
before, probably often. On the 
night that Matt (Ian Rose), an ex¬ 


perienced, London-based, slight¬ 
ly older queer, comes to Black¬ 
pool, Craig’s rough but simple life 
is irrevocably changed. Matt is 
there to promote his client/room¬ 
mate/dance diva/fag-hag friend 
Paula, who is performing at the 
club. Bored by the scene, Matt 
hands Paula a hit of Ecstasy and 
heads out to the street, where he 
encounters Craig. 

The extremely attractive young 
men quickly, yet with extremely 
realistic naturalness, wind up at 
Craig’s flat. The sex begins far too 
quickly, at Craig’s desperate initi¬ 
ation, and ends powerfully in a 
heart-rending and funny moment 
of panic. Despite an unceremoni¬ 
ous eviction, Matt tosses his card 
on the bedtable and tells Craig to 
call him if he wants. 

At his “job” as a bare-knuckles, 
no-rules streetfighter, Craig takes 
his frustration out on an older op¬ 
ponent, beating the shit out of 
him. His big brother Tony is seri¬ 
ously concerned; sure, this is an il¬ 
legal and violent activity, but Craig 
has gone way too far, something is 
wrong. Craig blows him off.

of the typewriter” and “the birth 
of music video.” Despite its al¬ 
leged demise, the typewriter plays 
a key role throughout. In a won¬ 
derful running gag, the main 
characters cruise or otherwise 
communicate with each other by 
pretending to type, with their 
words running across the screen 
as they type. This witty conceit 
plays off the idea that gay people 
have developed a kind of telepa¬ 
thy (aka gaydar) in response to re¬ 
pression. 

In the opening sequence, a 
man named Peter Cort (Matthew 
Ferguson) brings a manuscript on 
“The Psychosexual Meanings of 
Circumcision and the Foreskin” 
to a Pierre Trudeau-obsessed typ¬ 
ist, Peter Koosens (Michael Acht- 
man). From this scene we learn 
tidbits such as the fact that “85 
percent of American males con¬ 
tinue to be clipped each year at 
the cost of half a billion dollars.” 
Greyson, a la Greenaway, brings 
the terror of circumcision dis¬ 
turbingly home by thoughtfully 
inserting footage of an actual op¬ 
eration into a small windowbox 
within the frame. 

Parallel to Peter Cort’s fixation 
on circumcision is a dazzling 
array of plot strands. Peter 
Koosens lust for Pierre Trudeau is 
noticed by a female cop, who 
trails him as he wanders near the 
prime minister’s residence. (She 
also turns out to be an opera 
singer.) This Peter also fabricates 
photographs showing him and his 
would-be beloved together, and 
writes letters suggesting at least a 
massage. Meanwhile, a third Peter 
comes on the scene: Peter Den¬ 
ham (Damon Oliveira), a video 
artist with a yen for the Jackson 
Five. Having all the main charac¬ 
ters named Peter is the film’s own 
ingenious pitch for a sexually lib¬ 
erated, “uncut” world. 

The third Peter dates the other 
two, but alienates Peter the typist 
by appropriating the latter’s fake 
photos into a revamped Jackson 
Five video. Meanwhile, the three 
are arrested and sent to an open- 
air “prison,” where they’re forced 
to study dryer lint and mucous. 
Trudeau ends up in a coma, but is 
saved at the last minute by Peter 
Cort, who slips an unusual medi¬ 
cine into the P.M.’s mouth. 

Interwoven with these narra¬ 
tive threads are striking interpola¬ 
tions of documentary footage of 
Trudeau declaring a state of mar¬ 
tial law, artists and writers de¬ 
scribing their problems with 
copyright infringement and sam¬ 
pling, censorship laws, and histor¬ 
ical info about circumcision and 
censorship. Greyson finds rich 
parallels in real life to the film’s 
fictional high-jinks. Peter Den¬ 
ham’s lust for the Jackson Five is 
augmented with an interview 
with John Oswald, who altered 
Michael Jackson’s video Bad to 
graft the head of the “King of 
Pop” onto a Nude Miss America 
body. Oswald’s sleight-of-hand 
apparently amused Jackson, but 
the lawyers put an end to it. The 
film’s fake Trudeau — a comatose 
old man on a hospital bed — is 
contrasted with footage of actress 
Linda Griffiths doing a fabulous 
genderbender interpretation of • 
him, a performance that also 
skirted libel. Artist A. A. Bronson, 
a vehement enemy of copyright, 
talks eloquently about his appro¬ 
priation of Robert Indiana’s fa¬ 
mous LOVE logo and changing it 
to AIDS. 

Control queens 

Greyson’s point, sometimes 
implied and sometimes stated, is 
that culture evolves and must be 


allowed to do so. Copyright and 
ruthless image control by corpo¬ 
rations, the state, and individual 
artists are forms of repression, ar¬ 
tificial checks that threaten artistic 
progress. There’s no more chilling 
evidence of this than in the se¬ 
quence with Tom Waugh, who de¬ 
scribes a truly bizarre process of 
“historical morphing” that ir¬ 
reparably damaged his book on 
gay erotic imagery, Hard to Imag¬ 
ine. Skittish lawyers forced him to 
computer-alter or substitute the 
faces of people in sexual posi¬ 
tions, creating sometimes inex¬ 
plicable effects. In one picture 
from the 1950s, the replacement 
of a happy young hunk with what 
looked like “a 50-year-old Tory” 
made a playful nude tug-of-war 
into a “political allegory.” In an¬ 
other picture, the computer artist 
substituted his androgynous girl¬ 
friend’s face for the original. So 
much for historical truth. 

Hostile reviewers (straight?) 
have said this film is a short 
stretched to feature length, but 
given its conceptual richness, 
Un©ut will strike other eyes as too 
brief at 92 minutes to contain all 
of Greyson’s ideas. T

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Diving down deep 

Anne Darragh in 'A Common Vision'

have been lucky enough in my 
theatre-going life to see some 
H extraordinary productions, 
chief among them the Eureka 
Theatre premiere of Angels in 
America. In that production, local 
artist Anne Darragh created the 
definitive Harper Pitt, that tragi¬ 
cally addled, wisely foolish, aston¬ 
ishingly moving character. I’ve 
seen Darragh since then, of 
course, and have been consistent¬ 
ly impressed at her uncanny abil¬ 
ity to dive deep into the soul of a 
character and to bring us all its 
complexities and terrors and joys. 
A chance to speak with an actor of 
her caliber is not to be missed, 
certainly not by me. 

Given my own assessment of 
her skills, I expected Darragh to 
say she’d been acting since birth, 
but the truth is much more inter¬ 
esting. “I completely backed into 
acting,” she explains. “I was going 
to be a writer. But in high school I 
thought I could take an acting 
class; at least, I didn’t think any¬ 
one could stop me from taking a 
class. So I started acting in high 
school, and did a double major 
including theatre in college, but I 
didn’t commit to acting until 
years after college. 

“My first professional job was 
in A Late Snow at Theatre Rhi¬ 
noceros, but I didn’t join [Actors’] 
Equity until Angels in America. 
Becoming an actor was a gradual 


process. There is a lack of valida¬ 
tion in our culture for a job that 
doesn’t pay or that isn’t full-time. 
That said, I will tell you that my 
mother said that when I was five I 
told her that I was going to be a 
dancer and a singer and that she 
could be my agent, but I don’t re¬ 
member that at all.” 

Darragh’s current project is the 
role of Dolores in A 
Common Vision at the 
Magic Theatre, directed 
by Mary Coleman. “It’s 
been great working with 
Mary,” she enthuses. 

“She’s a director whose 
work I admire. She 
knows how to create a 
really great re¬ 
hearsal atmos¬ 
phere, one in 
which it’s OK to 
try things out. The play is about a 
witnessed alien abduction. [Play¬ 
wright] Neena Beber is fascinated 
by the people who are fascinated 
by alien abduction. The play is a 
comedy about the search for 
meaning, about trying to do 
something with our sense of long¬ 
ing for the meaning of life. The 
most difficult part for me is keep¬ 
ing a straight face with the other, 
very funny cast members.”

Prosecutably bad

J: Civil Action is a bad movie, 

llll and that’s sad considering its 

I powerful cast and the poten¬ 
tial of its story. John Travolta is Jan 
Schlichtmann, a successful person¬ 
al injury lawyer (“ambulance chas¬ 
er”) with a penchant for big spend¬ 
ing and a clear and bitter under¬ 
standing of the mathematics and 
manipulation of the civil justice 
system. His small three-lawyer firm 
is extremely careful only to take on 
winnable cases. The humanity in¬ 
volved is irrelevant to them — it’s 
all about money. 

Based on a true story and 
adapted by Steven Zaillian 
( Schindler’s List), A Civil Action is 
about the one tough case that the 
lawyers decide to take on. 

Attention: The ending will be 
revealed in this review. Stop read¬ 
ing now if you don’t want to know 
how it turns out. 

Schlichtmann travels to the 
small town of Woburn, Massachu¬ 
setts, to tell an assembly of eight 
families why his firm will not take 
on their claim that the town 
drinking water is poisoning their 
children, many of whom have died 
of leukemia. They have nobody to 
sue, there’s just a small tannery in 
the town. Sorry, goodbye. 

Then, coincidentally, he is 
stopped for a (second) speeding 
violation, decides to take a walk in 
the marsh, and discovers that the 
tannery is controlled by two of the 
nation’s largest corporations, W.R. 
Grace and Beatrice Foods. He 
takes the case, blows all of his 
company’s business and financial 
fortune (3 million dollars), and 
loses against the powerful, deep- 
pocketed opponents. Everybody is

miserable. The end. 

Tag: at the end, screen titles ap¬ 
pear explaining that the case was 
later taken on by the Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency, who 
won the biggest settlement in his¬ 
tory. Roll credits. Duh. 

Travolta is adequate as the 
pompous lawyer who gives up 
everything for his belief, which is 
either that he’ll ultimately make a 
lot of money, or that his labors are 
for “the people”-—which one is his 
view is left rather vague. Robert 
Duvall plays the eccentric but con¬ 
nected W.R. Grace lawyer as a rum¬ 
pled “Columbo.” Peter Falk would 
have been fine. John Lithgow is the 
clearly corrupt and histrionic judge 
— over the top and unrealistic. 
William H. Macy is the small firm’s 
financial counselor — he’s the 
same character type in Fargo. Kath¬ 
leen Quinlan is wasted as one of the 
mothers with a dead kid. 

Meandering and convoluted, 
slow and unreal, a waste of time 
and talent, A Civil Action has no 
action and no civility. ▼

on the pitfalls of the year 
II just past to uplift us about 
the year just beginning. So in 
keeping with the spirit of the sea¬ 
son (remember, if one is Russian 
or Greek Orthodox, today is 
Christmas), let’s review TV’s 
Queer Best and Worst for 1998. 
(Of course, as with those pesky 
presents from the in-laws, some 
alterations will be needed, as there 
will always be more worsts on TV 
than in an Alpine village.) 

Let us start with the best of 
queer TV: almost too easy, as there 
was so little of it. Best Documen¬ 
tary series remains PBS’s ever- 
earnest In the Life — still the best 
introduction to queerness for 
those newly out (or newly outed) 
and friends. 

Well, that was quicker than a 
Dennis Rodman marriage. Oh 
yes, you are wondering about Will 
& Grace. NBC’s heir-apparent to 
Ellen gets our nod for Best and 
Worst (and only) Sit-Com. Best 
because it is routinely hilarious, 
with enough snap-diva one-liners 
to captivate us week to week. 
Worst because this remains a 
show about sexual safety and 
stereotypes in the form of two 
couples: a straight-acting gay man 
and his fag-hag best friend (the 
eponymous Will and Grace), and 
a gay flamer (Jack) and his gay 
friend’s best friend’s assis¬ 
tant (Karen); pardon 
us, but where we 
come from (Isle of || 

Lesbos and envi¬ 
rons), “homo” means 
“same”—as in same 
sex, not same TV 
concept. For the 
new year, we 
want Will and 
Grace to have 
sex with — or 

even kiss — members of the ap¬ 
propriate gender. Otherwise, 
W&G will land firmly on our 
“Worst” list for 1999. 

Our Best TV Couple award 
goes to Tony and Simon on the 
British import (Channel 54 in SF) 
EastEnders. Sweet, sexy, realistic 
and oh-so-courant, this is what 
queer TV was meant to be. EE also 
gets honorable mention for best 
ongoing HIV/AIDS storyline, fea¬ 
turing longtime character Mark 
Fowler. This storyline, now in its 
fourth year, has dealt with nearly 
every aspect of HIV/AIDS, from 
telling the folks to discrimination 
from the community, to fear of 
dying, to questions about intima¬ 
cy. Both storylines provide pow¬ 
erful acting, address important is¬ 
sues, and are amazingly different 
from anything prime time offers 
stateside. 

Most of the Worst Queer Sto¬ 
rylines of 1998 came from day¬ 
time. ABC’s soap All My Children 
let Kevin Sheffield, who had been 
daytime’s only gay character, fade 
away completely after having de¬ 
voted much of the previous year 
to a frontburner — and very good 
— storyline. ABC’s One Life To 
Live offered a kitschy but murder¬ 
ous lesbian couple, Charlotte 
Stonecliff and Sonya Cramer, who 
ended up immolated to a Wag¬ 
nerian chorus. NBC’s Sunset 
Beach gave us impregnation most 
fowl with its creepy turkey-baster 
rape of Vanessa by Virginia. 

Half-and-halfs 

Prime time had more half- 
and-halfs than a Thai whore¬ 
house. There were the usual sexu-

Not only one of the 
most acclaimed African-Ameri¬ 
can directors/producers on TV, he 
has synthesized realistic queer 
characterizations into what is ar¬ 
guably the best prime time show 
on TV. Blue continues to maintain 
a standard of queer conscious¬ 
ness. Honorable mentions to 
Donna Desert Hearts Deitch as a 
regular director for Blue, and to 
Bill Bockstrup for his role as a re¬ 
curring queer character. 

Best Queer Moment: the kiss 
between teen hotties Joseph Gor- 
don-Levitt ( 3rd Rock from the 
Sun ) and Topher Grace on an 
episode of the otherwise tedious 
Fox item That 70s Show. Best Sub¬ 
liminal Queer Sit-Com for Kids 
remains the incredibly gay Sabri¬ 
na, the Teenage Witch. After a brief 
fling with trying to go straight at 
the beginning of the season, the 
show has since returned to its 
campy queer roots. Guest stars 
have included RuPaul — in drag 
(we mean dressed as a man) and 
out — and Johnny Mathis. Need 
we say more?

Character on a prime time show 
remains Doc Hancock on CBS’s 
Chicago Hope .(If we hadn’t wit¬ 
nessed his coming out twice, we 
wouldn’t have believed it really 
happened.)

Curtis-Hall, who could have im¬ 
bued this character with the depth 
he gives all his performances. 


Runner-up in this category is 
Nathan Lane in NBC’s in-aptly 
named Encore! Encore! (which 
should be titled Oh How the 
Mighty Have Fallen). Lane as a 
washed-up opera star we believe. 
Lane as a womanizer and scion of

' % lot of mystery writers create 
JIJ! plots about which the 
phrase “ripped from today’s 
headlines” is both accurate and 
decidedly disparaging. They ladle 
trendy topics on their narratives 
like canned gravy on fake mashed 
potatoes. Then there is Claire 
McNab. An anti-government 
militia, serial killers, stalkers, ho¬ 
mophobia, AIDS, misogyny: 
McNab’s mysteries have dealt with 
all of that and more, but the key 
word here is more. McNab writes 
mysteries that entertain hugely, 
but she always has important 
things to say as well. Her latest 
Carol Ashton mystery (the tenth, 
and not a dud in the bunch) turns 
on questions of reproductive 
technology, and it is in the turn¬ 
ing that McNab takes us heart and 
mind to the dark side of those 
technologies. The result is a seri¬ 
ously entertaining and 
thought-provoking novel, one 
that may change what you think 
about the business of making ba¬ 
bies. And if you are the least un¬ 
comfortable with the notion of

excerpts from previ¬ 
ously published 
works. These include 
“King Rubber” from 
Lawrence Chua’s 
1998 novel Gold by 
the Inch, and Justin 
Chin’s “Bite.” The se¬ 
lection from Chua’s 
novel is significant be¬ 
cause it is as much an 
examination of Asian 
history (metaphorical¬ 
ly, at least) as it is an ex¬ 
ploration of gay Asian 
sexuality. Chin’s piece is 
perhaps closer to prose 
poetry than fiction; in 
fact, it reads like a per¬ 
formance piece, with 
layers of voice and a raw 
sexuality that make one 
want to see and hear it, 
rather than simply read 
it. Ferd Eggan’s lyrical 
piece “Asia/Pacific Over¬ 
tures” also blurs the 
boundaries between prose 
and poetry. 

While most of the sto¬ 
ries in Queer PAPI Porn 
deal with gay Asian charac¬ 
ters and their lovers, there are ex¬ 
ceptions, and some odd varia¬ 
tions. John Tunui’s “Liberty,” for 
example, depicts an erotic and 
politically charged romp between 
a black man and blonde French¬ 
man. Chen Lin’s “A Hand in the 
Dark” is told from the point of 
view of a gay dwarf who admires 
from afar, and eventually catches, 
the “pretty boy” who is the object 
of his desire. Jason Guillermo 
Luz’s “Scherzo for Cunanan” is a 
curiously thoughtful examina¬ 
tion of the last days of that fa- 
mous-for-fifteen-minutes gay se¬ 
rial killer, Andrew Cunanan. It’s 
an odd mix, and that’s one of the 
things that makes Queer PAPI 
Porn enjoyable. The book delivers 
— to those who want a fuller pic¬ 
ture of the gay Asian identity, and 
to those who simply want to fan¬ 
tasize about the beauty of gay 
Asian men. T

his co-workers, his patients, his 
victims — any one of them may 
have killed the bad doctor. But 
who really did it? Are the few dis¬ 
coverable clues planted to frame 
an innocent? Is anyone innocent? 

The regular characters in this 
series are drawn with real skill, 
and it’s a pleasure to come across 
them in the novel, to learn new 
things about them, and about 
ourselves, along the way. The 
heart of the novel, though, is 
Carol Ashton. She may just be the 
most interesting fictional detec¬ 
tive around, with a mind of steel 
and a heart that sometimes ap¬ 
pears to be made of that very 
same metal. Through her, but 
without ever lecturing, McNab 
explores the ethical, moral and 
practical questions around issues 
of cloning and reproduction. I es¬ 
pecially like that she offers no pat 
or easy answers. Instead, she 
makes us think, without ever dis¬ 
rupting the suspense. Past Due is 
a very entertaining novel, with 
more than a few seriously creepy 
moments. I’d read this one with 
the doors locked and all the lights 
on if I were you. Of course, if one 
of the villains is the doctor to 
whom you’ve entrusted your hap¬ 
piness, are there enough locks in 
the world to make you feel safe? ▼

¥ 1 he title of Queer PAPI Porn 
is a curious one, for a couple 
of reasons. First, there’s the 
acronym, PAPI. As editor Joel B. 
Tan explains in his brief introduc¬ 
tion to the book, PAPI stands for 
Pilipinos (the currently favored 
spelling of the word), Asians and 


Pacific Islanders. Tan announces 
right off that this book is unique 
— the first-ever collection of gay 
male porn by PAPI men. The sec¬ 
ond point of interest about the 
title is its use of the word “porn.” 
Most of us define pornographic 
writing as that which is un¬ 
abashedly sexual, without the 
trappings of plot, character devel¬ 
opment, etc. More than a few of 
the stories in this collection, how¬ 
ever, clearly stand a few notches 
above mere pornography. 

So what, one may ask, is the 
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point of putting togeth¬ 
er an anthology of ex¬ 
clusively gay Asian erot¬ 
ica (or of gay erotica 
devoted to any one eth¬ 
nic group, for that mat¬ 
ter)? Tan makes it clear 
that his project is to 
fight the stereotypes of 
the gay Asian male as 
“feminine, physically 
diminutive, and sub¬ 
missive,” and to illu¬ 
minate the complexi¬ 
ties of the gay Asian 
experience. The sto¬ 
ries in the collection 
certainly help to do 
that. And, as the 
“porn” in the title 
promises, the writ¬ 
ers collected in this 
anthology also help 
celebrate the erotic 
beauty and sexuali¬ 
ty of gay Asian 
males. 

Not surprising¬ 
ly, many of the of¬ 
ferings in the book 
deal with the familiar trappings of 
gay sexuality: cruising, anony¬ 
mous sex, and the bar scene, albeit 
with an Asian coloring. Jay Ruben 
Dayrit’s “Our Sunny Afternoon 
Together,” for example, tells the 
story of a Castro cruise that leads 
to a spontaneous, sexy rendezvous 
at a Muni stop. Virgil Vang’s 
“Mimesis” describes, quite appeal¬ 
ingly, a young Asian man’s initia¬ 
tion into an exclusive troupe of 
sexual performers. Other stories 
chronicle similar exploits. This is 
not to contradict Tan’s assertion 
that the book is not “vanilla with 
a dash of the orient.” Most of the 
tales in the book offer some in¬ 
sight, or at least attempt to pro¬ 
voke thought about the relation¬ 
ship between sexual desire, racial 
identity, and even history. 


Across time 

One of the best stories in the 
collection, “The Widow Season” 
by Philip Huang (whose appear-

cloning, Past Due will increase 
that discomfort by at least an 
order of magnitude. 

Detective Inspector Carol Ash¬ 
ton arrives at the scene of a grisly 
murder, the victim charred to a 
crisp, his incinerated head clearly 
bludgeoned.

Indian subcontinent’s gay people 
— the sometimes fatal effects of 
arranged marriages only chief 
among them — makes Shiva and 
Arun more than a stroke book. Its 
characters are well drawn and suf¬ 
ficiently sympathetic that one 
quickly comes to care about them. 
But there’s no mistaking the fact 
that any time more than ten pages 
go by without an explicit (and 
soon predictable) sexual en¬ 
counter, the author has merely 
temporarily lost his way. 

Your inter¬ 
est in this 
book is sure to 
be directly 
proportional 
to your fasci¬ 
nation about 
Indian boys 
having sex with 
each other, but 
that’s not to di¬ 
minish its sig¬ 
nificance. Even 
in the relative 
anonymity of 
his nom de 
plume — in 
standard Indian 
practice, the P. is 
an abbreviation 
of the surname, 
followed by the 
first name in a 
full form by 
which the indi¬ 
vidual is probably 
seldom addressed 
— the author has 
been both defiant 
of his culture’s re¬ 
pression and 
charming, even 
delightful, about it 
in the bargain. There’s a wickedly 
high-spirited sense of seditious 
eroticism in most of the trysts in 
Shiva and Arun that one too rarely 
encounters in Western gay erotica. 

As it happens, GMP’s large cat¬ 
alogue includes far more than 
books about India. While sorely in 
need of proofreading, their other¬ 
wise handsome books fill an im¬ 
portant void.

H t turns out to have been little 

more than coincidence that 
m two gay-themed books set in 
India from the same publisher — 
England’s Gay Men’s Press — 
turned up on the new releases 
table at A Different Light at the 
same time a few months back. Al¬ 
though the two novels — Jeremy 
Seabrook’s Colonies of the Heart 
and P. Parivaraj’s 
Shiva and Arun 
— are as different 
as their rice-and- 
potatoes and 
sticky-rice per¬ 
spectives (respec¬ 
tively) would de¬ 
cree, they’re both 
likely to exert a 
strong fascination on 
anyone interested in 
gay life elsewhere, gay 
travel in Asia, and the 
combination of the 
two in South Asia in 
particular. 

It’s more than a little 
interesting that, at a time 
when so-called Anglo- 
Indian literature is enjoy¬ 
ing an unprecedented 
flowering — just keeping 
up with the new releases in 
this burgeoning subgenre 
is a task in itself — explicit¬ 
ly gay, even gay-centric fic¬ 
tion is carving out its own 
place in the merciless South 
Asian sun. As seems to be 
true of so much of the emerg¬ 
ing gay literature of countries 
where the love dare not speak 
its name, it speaks it first — artic¬ 
ulately— in English. 

In short, it’s remarkable that 
these books were written, and 
published, at all. In their very dif¬ 
ferent ways, they evince a candor 
that stakes out new terrain, brave¬ 
ly if not always with grace and 
style. Yet they open doors — have 
no doubt: closet doors — that 
have long wanted opening, and 
for this alone gratitude is due en¬ 
terprising Gay Men’s Press. 

Although its narrative voice is 
decidedly Anglo, Colonies of the 
Heart is as attentive to the inner 
life of its Indian character, 
Prakash, as it is to the rather more 
self-absorbed concerns of Frank, 
the British traveler who has to 
face his own private Hindustan 
when he finds himself suddenly 
involved with the mysterious 
stranger he meets in Delhi. Lest 
there be any doubt that one of his 
concerns is not to recapitulate his 
own country’s all-too-recent im¬ 
perialism, “Frank” confides it up 
front. 

The seeming naivete of the 
“uncertain” Prakash in the first 
sexual encounter with Frank, his 
seeming unawareness of his own 
beauty (he’s a trained athlete, his 
imagined way out of the cultural 
constraints of his rural birth), in¬ 
duces “a twinge of guilt in the 
older man,” who “had, of course, 
heard of Westerners who go to the 
Third World and buy young 
women and men,” Seabrook 
writes. “But then, he reflected, it 
had not been he who had initiat¬ 
ed this encounter.” 

That thought, and others like 
it, supplant the “older man’s” in¬ 
tentions to act responsibly, what¬ 
ever the circumstances. Ultimate¬ 
ly, Frank’s desire to control his 
less-empowered lover does at least 
as much to destroy their relation¬ 
ship as does the arranged mar¬ 
riage to which Prakash consents, 
not once thinking it could mean 
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the end of a “friendship” he quite 
believably says he has from the 
beginning seen as “for life.” The 
real candor of this novel is its star¬ 
tling unblinking portrayal of 
Frank’s inner processes through¬ 
out the affair, some of which are 
remarkably tender as well as p.c., 
others shockingly exploitative. 

It doesn’t get grittier, psycho¬ 
logically, than the first time Frank, 
frustrated by his 


and savouring its changing 
moods.” 

The book’s weakness is that it 
tends to explain more than it 
shows, as a great novel would, 
such dynamics. Its strength is that 
it talks about them at all. Frank’s 
most unsavory thoughts are ones 
any Western gay traveler to Asia 
might entertain, his bewilder¬ 
ments and frustrations all too fa¬ 
miliar. In Colonies of the Heart, 
they’re given a voice, a necessary 
step to getting beyond 


inability to control 
Prakash or his culture, determines 
to return home and feels immedi¬ 
ate relief: “He thought of the 
friends to whom he could narrate 
the eventful encounters of his 
trip, and could imagine their en¬ 
vious interest as he passed around 
the photographs of Prakash,” 
writes Seabrook. “This cheered 
him: the prestige value of his rela¬ 
tionship, in a status-obsessed cul¬ 
ture. Almost immediately, he was 
overcome by regret and guilt at 
the thought that recounting, con¬ 
templating the relationship could 
be more important than living it 


pathology and back into the love 
that attracts across cultures in the 
first place. One of the levels on 
which the novel functions best is 
as a cautionary tale; Prakash dis¬ 
covers purpose and a measure of 
happiness in his new marriage 
and home in Rishikesh, while 
Frank finds bitterness, and 
whores, back home in London.

Navigating the minefield of new music 

John Cale, John Adams, Marcus Roberts on CD

i f those gift certificates you got 
for stocking stuffers from 
Tower or Virgin Records are 
burning a hole in your pocket, 
don’t rush out to redeem them 
just yet. Several intriguing com¬ 
pact disc releases by important 
modern artists should be ap¬ 
proached with caution. 


All of the composers and per¬ 
formers discussed here command 
loyal fan bases, but none of their 
latest recordings can be deemed 
totally successful, and it would be 
a shame to waste those precious 
gifts without first heeding a few 
caveats. 

Dance Music (Music for Nico, the 
ballet) — John Cale (Detour) 


Songwriter, composer and per¬ 
former John Cale has made an in¬ 
delible mark on contemporary 
music. His solo efforts and nu¬ 
merous collaborations with such 
luminaries as Lou Reed and Brian 
Eno have made him a star with 
the intelligentsia, but it is his ex¬ 
quisite use of language that makes 
his work comparable with the 
best art songs. 



His skills as a singer are mod¬ 
est and his piano-playing rudi¬ 
mentary, but Cale has a knack for 
writing catchy “hooks” that give 
his music the illusion of being 
tuneful, while his wonderfully 
eloquent and mysterious words 
make the songs unforgettable. 

Cale’s career has been long and 
prolific. His friendship with Andy 
Warhol and the Factory crowd of 
the late sixties brought ex-model, 
sometime singer/performance 
artist Nico into his life. Her enig¬ 
matic personality, great beauty 
and genuine poetic talent had an 
influence on his own style and 
philosophy. It isn’t surprising that 
he should seize the chance to re¬ 
member her in a commissioned 
score for a ballet choreographed 
by Ed Wubbe for Scapino Ballet 
Rotterdam. 

The composer admits to a cer¬ 
tain awe in approaching such an 
abstract concept as Nico’s life, and 
stresses the mood of his music 
over any biographical content. A 
few taped words from Nico her¬ 
self are interpolated, and the last 
cut on the album is her own a 
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cappella rendition of Nibelungen. 

Wubbe may have created a 
meaningful statement with his 
movement, but Nico, the ballet is 
presented by Detour Records as 
an aural experience and, sadly, 
without his words to save him, 
Cale scores a major miss. 

The music is interesting but 
bland, and soon devolves into 
nothing more than high-toned 
noodling. Some of the writer’s 
signature riffs spark the atmos¬ 
phere, though the overall effect is 
like sonic wallpaper. When Nico’s 
haunting voice appears at the end, 
we are forced to admit the medi¬ 
ocrity of what has gone before. I 
will probably return to the score, 
but only as a fan who is fascinated 
by John Cale’s art, even when it is 
less than compelling. 



/ Was Looking at the Ceiling 
and then I Saw the Sky — 

John Adams/June Jordan; 

Various Artists, J. Adams, Cond. 
(Nonesuch) 

When will the gifted academic 
liberals learn to avoid speaking for 
the underprivileged? Paul Simon 
suffered a humiliating defeat with 
his Broadway fiasco, Capeman, 
and John Adams has been 
brought to his knees by June Jor¬ 
dan’s libretto for I Was Looking at 
the Ceiling and then I Saw the Sky. 

The ill-fated venture was 
staged in Berkeley by Adams’ fre¬ 
quent collaborator Peter Sellars 
some time ago, and the critical 
drubbing they took might have 
precluded a compact disc release 
were it not for the importance of 
the composer’s reputation. 

There are moments when the 
show almost sounds like it might 
take off and become enjoyable, 
but the numbing banality of Jor¬ 
dan’s derivative text always crash¬ 
es the concept back to earth. 

Imagine a sort of post-mini¬ 
malist musical with hopeless pre¬ 
tensions of social significance and 
you will have some idea of what 
the composer intended. What 
saves Ceiling/Sky from being a 
total failure are a few rousing en¬ 


semble numbers and some really 
lovely ballads. The ubiquitous 
Audra McDonald and talented 
Richard Muenz make the most of 
the material, along with a vocally 
impressive cast that includes 
Marin Mazzie. 

If you are looking for an au¬ 
thentic musicalization of youthful 
angst, try Rent. This piece has the 
cringe factor of your hipster aunt 
trying to work “hella” into the 
conversation. 



The Joy of Joplin — 

Marcus Roberts (Sony Classical) 


Pride of place goes to Marcus 
Roberts’ new homage to an icon 
of American music, Scott Joplin. 
A previous disc devoted to Duke 
Ellington was far more successful, 
primarily due to that great mas¬ 
ter’s chameleon talents. Joplin, 
the father of ragtime and a stick¬ 
ler for interpretive discipline, is 
less well-suited to Roberts’ artistic 
license. 

There is not a track on the new 
disc that does not remind us of 
the brilliant young pianist’s intent 
— to show the natural progres¬ 
sion of jazz and of Joplin’s stature 
as a serious musician. The trouble 
lies with Roberts’ refusal to allow 
us a single bar of simple contem¬ 
plation. Joplin carefully notated 
his work and ferociously demand¬ 
ed a measured approach. Roberts 
embellishes every line and even 
adds a few compositions of his 
own to drive his point home. 

Critics and connoisseurs have 
long ago decided to accept jazz as 
an American art form, and The 
Joy of Joplin certainly compares fa¬ 
vorably with much contemporary 
chamber music. Unfortunately, 
Roberts’ reach sometimes exceeds 
his grasp, and the occasional laps¬ 
es in technique are noticeable. 

Try to savor this release along¬ 
side Joshua Rifkin’s dazzling ren¬ 
ditions from the seventies (still 
available on Nonesuch). The pu¬ 
rity of Rifkin’s approach to 
Joplin’s life-affirming art is a tonic 
to Roberts’ fascinating but slight¬ 
ly overwrought meditations. T

Here hundreds of his images 
are presented in the context for 
which they were made — in 
decades worth of spreads for Eu¬ 
ropean editions of Vogue and 
other glossy women’s magazines. 

It’s a smart move. Pages places 
Newton’s images in a populist 
framework, one enhanced by text 
and layout, where they sparkle far 
more than in a stuffy old art book. 
This large, hefty publication — 
“Photographers are an egotistical 
lot and crave big pages for their 
pictures,” he writes — has the 
same kind of compulsive, culture 
vulture appeal as poring over 
bound volumes of old magazines 
for retro fashion and graphic de¬ 
sign inspirations. 

The reproduced spreads, start¬ 
ing with a demure beach scene 
from 1956 and ending with a far, 
far flashier Monte Carlo wedding 
dress scenario from last summer, 
conjure up a kaleidoscope of in¬ 
ternational pop cultural refer¬ 
ences, often with enduring nostal¬ 
gic overtones. These are images 
that inspired and reflect Roxy 
Music album covers, Fiorucci ads, 
the clone-babe back-up band in 
those Robert Palmer videos, and 
couture cinema classics such as 
Blow Up and The Eyes of Laura 
Mars, as well as the 1970s softcore 
thrills of Emmanuelle. Most still 
seem quite fresh. 

Posing in pumps 

There’s some art in there, too. 
Many of the images are tempered 
with nods to dada and surrealism, 
those boundary-bashing art his¬ 
torical movements. This is partic¬ 
ularly apparent in his controver¬ 
sial 1963 Mata Hari spread featur¬ 
ing chic models posing in pumps 
along the Berlin Wall, and a 
woman in an evening dress being 
escorted from the barbed wire 
fence by West German police. A 
fabulous militia-themed series 
from 1967 shows a woman wear¬ 
ing a “subtle pink Grecian tunic 
with matching panties” cowering 
below an open window in which 
a cruise missile zooms perilously 
close. (The latter element is graft¬ 
ed in via seamless photomon¬ 
tage.) A year later, in British 
Vogue, Newton worked a hefty 
sense of irony by pairing a Lolita 
blonde model with Liberace, with

Q&A captions. “French opulent is 
my period — the clothes, the in¬ 
terior [sic], were so flattering to 
the men, and the women,” the pi¬ 
anist answers when queried about 
his homes. 

Through Newton’s lens, the 
concepts of flattery expand to 
cover unconventional definitions 
of womanhood. His is a universe 
full of statuesque, Amazonian fe¬ 
males who seem as objectified as 
they do empowered and sexually 
predatory. While they sometimes 
may be clad in nothing but im-

Rio was the most 
beautiful woman in Hollywood, 
her impact, like her career, was 
limited. 

Tapert’s essays are thoroughly 
researched and lavishly illustrat¬ 
ed. She is unflinching but sympa¬ 
thetic in discussing the high price 
most of these women paid for 
their stardom and the impact 
their glamorous images had on 
them personally. (What it cost 
Crawford, for example, is well 
known. Less familiar is Shearer’s 
descent into Norma 
Desmond-like madness, which 
makes for compelling, heart¬ 
breaking reading.) 

Non-fatal flaws 

Equally fascinating is the artic¬ 
ulation of the “flaws” each had to 
overcome to project their spectac¬ 
ular illusions: the diminutive 
Swanson’s too large head and 
heavy jaw; Crawford’s overly-wide 
shoulders; Kay Francis’s thick 
waist; Hepburn’s pale skin, freck¬ 
les, and bony shoulders; Garbo’s 
plumpness, crooked teeth, and 
meager bosom; Lombard’s facial 
scar; Dietrich’s chubbiness, sag¬ 
ging breasts and thin hair; Col¬ 
bert’s short neck. None had as 
much to correct, or did it as well, 
as Shearer. In addition to the fa¬ 
mous weak eye, which could 
make her look almost cross-eyed, 
she had heavy legs, a thick waist, 
and was short. Yet her unflinching 
self-assessment and determina¬ 
tion drove her to create an image 
of elegance and beauty. 

Tapert expertly contrasts 
screen images and personal lives.

She is candid about Dietrich’s bi¬ 
sexuality, mentions that Garbo 
may have had an affair with writer 
Mercedes D’Acosta, but is silent 
about Colbert’s rumored ro¬ 
mance with Dietrich, or about 
Del Rio’s alleged lesbianism. She 
denies that Kay Francis was gay, 
but explains why people 
thought so (off camera she fa¬ 
vored a butch hairstyle and tai¬ 
lored clothes.) 

The essays are laced with 
fascinating gossip — the ac¬ 
count of how the boisterous 
Lombard handled Frederic 
March’s unwanted sexual ad¬ 
vances alone is worth the price of 
the book. So is the telling of Lom¬ 
bard’s hosting the prestigious 
Mayfair Ball and her fury over 
Shearer’s defying the dress code. 
(Clark Gable had to restrain her 
from publicly berating his fre¬ 
quent leading lady.) The cool way 
in which Constance Bennett, re¬ 
turning to films as Lana Turner’s 
mother-in-law in 1965’s Madame 
X, handled the younger star’s ap¬ 
propriating a chinchilla coat and 
ring originally designed for her to 
wear, is splendid. “Honey,” Bennett 
told producer Ross Hunter, “when 
I’m on screen, no one is going to 
look at anyone but me anyway.” 

Some feminists will decry this 
book as glorifying the superficial 
and perpetuating unreal stan¬ 
dards of beauty that are harmful 
to women’s self-esteem. True 
enough. But the discipline and 
control these women had over 
their images and the impact they 
had and, in many cases, still have 
is admirable. Tapert shows how 
Bob Mackie’s stunning costumes 
for Cher, for example, are derived 
from those Jean Louis designed 
for Dietrich to wear in her night¬ 
club act. 

While Tapert’s decision to 
focus on a specific era is under¬ 
standable, Hollywood and glam¬ 
our were linked well into the six¬ 
ties. Extending the period covered 
to include Hedy Lamarr, Joan 
Fontaine, Veronica Lake, Rita 
Hayworth, Audrey Hepburn, and 
Elizabeth Taylor, among others, 
would have made this fascinating 
book even richer. ▼ 


I n The Power of Glamour: The 
Women Who Defined the 
Magic of Stardom (Crown, 
$40), Annette Tapert analyzes the 
careers of eleven Hollywood stars 
of the twenties and thirties, focus¬ 
ing on their impact on women 
then and now. The emphasis is on 
style: how they dressed, how they 
used make-up, and the physical 
flaws they overcame or minimized 
to create the illusion of 
other-worldly glamour. Tapert as¬ 
sociates glamour with its initial 
meaning of an attractiveness too 
powerful to be real, a form of sor¬ 
cery or witchcraft, ultimately em¬ 
anating from the woman herself. 

Her choices include the obvi¬ 
ous: Gloria Swanson, Joan Craw¬ 
ford, Greta Garbo, Marlene Diet- 
rich; others remembered mainly 
by film buffs and septuagenarians: 
Norma Shearer, Kay Francis, Con¬ 
stance Bennett, and Dolores Del 
Rio; and a few who, despite their 
beauty, seem almost anti-glam¬ 
our: Claudette Colbert, Carole 
Lombard, and Katharine Hep¬ 
burn. 

Tapert admits to 
considering and re¬ 
jecting Bette Davis 
and Myrna Loy be¬ 
cause they were nei¬ 
ther on-screen 

clotheshorses nor no¬ 
table for their personal 
style. Irene Dunne was 
acclaimed for her film 
fashions, but was seldom 
seen in public, and there¬ 
fore rejected. (The same 
could be said about 
Garbo.) Harder to explain 
is the exclusion of Ginger 
Rogers (Joan Crawford’s 
only real rival for glamoriz¬ 
ing working-class women) 
and Loretta Young, whose 
clothes, on and off screen, 
attracted more attention 
than her acting or remarkable 
beauty. 

The author is weakest in 
justifying the presence of Hep¬ 
burn, who was not regarded as a 
beauty in the thirties and who, 
from 1935 on, could not carry a 
film to success without an impor¬ 
tant male co-star.

H | hen Skye’s mother dis¬ 
covers her daughter is a 
- lesbian, she lectures her 
about polarity: “The male body 
has a positive energy field and the 
female body has a negative ener¬ 
gy. People of the same sex have the 
same charge so there is no coming 
together...” 

“People aren’t refrigerator 
magnets,” Skye tells her mother. 

“Men are still so unevolved 
and the pain of that has created 


confusion in your second chakra,” 
her mother opines. But this is 
early on. Skye’s mother comes up 
with more theories to explain her 
daughter’s lesbianism, like Skye 
being sexually molested during 
the drugged-out parties of her 
parents’ youth, and with cures like 
hypnosis and New Age work¬ 
shops. If Skye takes the cure, she 
can go to college; if she doesn’t, 
her mother will go mad. 

Talk about a choice — except 
that it’s clear to Skye that her 
mother is already mad, which 
means Skye’s real choice is to run 
her own life.

Veteran gay 
politico scopes 
the field

Trailblazers by Ken Yeager; Ha¬ 
worth Press, $29.95 

f |g elebrating the electoral suc¬ 
cess of thirteen officials 
1 ' across the U.S., political sci¬ 
entist Ken Yeager in Trailblazers 
profiles each to show how they 
have combined personal qualities, 
drive, and well-chosen campaign 
strategies, to win in spite of the 
real or imagined handicaps of 
being openly gay and lesbian peo¬ 
ple. 

Yeager, himself an elected — 
and re-elected — gay member of 
the Board of Trustees of the San 
Jose/Evergreen Community Col¬ 
lege District, teaches political sci¬ 
ence, with a specialty in local and 
state governments, at San Jose 
State University. He holds a Ph.D. 
from Stanford. 

Though all thirteen profiles 
share the factor of having the sub¬ 
ject of an “out” gay in a public ac¬ 
tivity, each man or woman is re¬ 
spected for his/her individuality, 
and is keynoted for that unique¬ 
ness, which characterizes the 
struggle. For example, lesbian Vic¬ 
toria Sigler’s political career in 
Dade County, Florida is repre¬ 
sented as a truly astonishing vic¬ 
tory when she won a judgeship in 
a place where the homophobia in¬ 
spired by Anita Bryant seemed to 
rule the polls. Similarly, Jose Plata 
was voted a school trustee in Dal¬ 
las, a city riven by racial antago¬ 
nism. 

Gay candidates soon found 
that careful study of conditions 
important to the average voter 
was crucial. Constant emphasis 
on non-gay issues defeated the 
bugaboo of single-issue candidacy 
that can defeat some gay would- 
be officeholders. San Diego Coun- 
cilwoman Christine Kehoe found 
out that even potholes can be in¬ 
teresting. 

Even some intimidating per¬ 
sonal matters that would ordinar¬ 
ily be assumed defeating can be 
overcome, as New York Council¬ 
man Tom Duane found when his 
having AIDS became a factor in 
his race. As Yeager characterizes 
him, he is “living, fighting, and 
governing with HIV.” 

In “Taking Destiny into Their

Own Hands,” Yeager chronicles 
the development of West Holly¬ 
wood as a city government in 
which gays have a strong hand in 
the development of all aspects of 
city life. It is a highly encouraging 
depiction of how gays and 
straights can work closely togeth¬ 
er. 

It would seem a natural that 
such a book would have similar 
treatments for such nationally 
well-known politicians as Repre¬ 
sentatives Barney Frank and 
Gerry Studds of Massachusetts, 
but though these two gay men are 
mentioned in some pertinent sec¬ 
tions, Yeager does not give them 
the full profile he gives the lesser- 
known gay men and lesbians. The 
apparent reason seems to be that 
the relatively unknown gay people 
he does profile do more to prove 
that succeeding at being gay and 
politically dedicated are not mu¬ 
tually antagonistic. 

As a matter of fact, though 
there are only 124 out gay men 
and lesbians out of 497,155 elect¬ 
ed officials in the U.S., the success 
of that number appears to be both 
a harbinger and a model for at¬ 
tainment of public office by many 
more. ▼

K ate Howser, bassist for local 
drama-rock band See Jane 
Run> is obsessed with David 
Bowie. She has been since she was a kid, 
in part because her birthday and his 
happen to fall on the same day, January 
8. Every year she has baked a cake in his 
honor. But she long dreamed of doing 
something more glamorous: throwing 
a big party at which a bunch of bands 
dress up in gender-bending finery and 
play Bowie songs ail night. 

With glam rock suddenly making a 
comeback, thanks in part to the glit¬ 
tery movie Velvet Goldmine, the time 
for such a party seemed ripe, so Hows¬ 
er and her bandmates, Nicole Katler 
and Jennifer Daunt, called up a bunch 
of their friends in other bands and 
asked them to take part in a Bowie 
Birthday Bash, marking the gracefully 
aging glamster s 52nd year on Earth. 

“We wanted bands that were obvi¬ 
ously influenced by Bowie, or ones we 
knew would do a good job covering 
his songs,” says Howser. 

The most obvious choice to play 
the event, covering Bowie songs and 
rendering a few of their own, is the 
city’s ultimate glam-rock band, 
Blue Period, headed by flamboyant 
gender-morph vocalist/songwriter 
Adrian Roberts.

Bijou pom catalog on CD-ROM

|| f you’re a porn dog, with a zest 
to catalog, chronicle and com¬ 
il pare porn that sometimes su¬ 
persedes the actual need to watch 
it, you already know how meager 
the aids to your endeavors are. 
Fanzines are fine for photos of 
your faves, but scanty on infor¬ 
mation beyond throbbing press 
releases. The monthly Manshots 
magazine provides the most 
amount of in-depth star and di¬ 
rector interviews, plus reviews of 
new and classic material, but un¬ 
less you run your home like a li¬ 
brary, it’s hardly comprehensive. 
There are two sizable video cata¬ 
logs, the National Shopper’s Gay 
Porn Video Directory and The 
Adam Gay Video Directory. I’ve 
never seen the former in a store, 
and don’t know from whom or 
where the National Shoppers 
spring, but the paste-up graphic it 
employs in The Adam Gay Guide 
to solicit mail orders for a 
promised 2,300-review catalogue 
is little incentive to ownership. 
The popular Adam Guide has a 
yearly edition that includes 1,000 
capsule reviews. It’s glossy and 
crammed with full color pics, but 
it’s trendy, with a focus on the re¬ 
cent and with only minimal cross¬ 
indexing. 

These are the reasons why, if 
you’re a porn dog, you’re proba¬ 
bly already aware of the giant 
Bijou Video Catalog. Bijou is the 
country’s single largest distributor

complete with tuxedoes, fake 
mustaches and beards.

932-7111). It’s blissfully free of 
kinks (as far as I can tell), easy to 
access, and as deserving of the 
company’s subtitle, The Encyclo¬ 
pedia of Gay Video, as any catalog 
currently available. 

The Second Generation Bijou 
Video CD-ROM Catalog includes 
4,500 video reviews, with 2,500 of 


photos of Vern Stewart in a veil! 

The Pantheon of Leather 
Awards are scheduled for Febru¬ 
ary 7 in New Orleans, and a hefty 
list of nominees are on the dock¬ 
et, including quite a few San Fran¬ 
cisco Bay area people. I don’t have 
the complete list yet, but good 
luck to all the nominees in the 
voting.

The 
voting for the awards is done by 
last year’s winners. 

News To Me Dept. 

Did you know there is an In¬ 
ternational Rubber Flag that has

(Falcon, Hot House) to the 
archival (Peter de Rome, Brent¬ 
wood).

And 
there’s an invaluable Subject di¬ 
rectory, which ranges from Barber 
Chairs and Ben-wa Balls, through 
Inflatable or Intellectual (you’d be 
surprised how many porn videos 
encourage an academic response), 
and on, to Real Men and Red¬ 
heads (which is not to say that the 
latter are excluded from being the 
former, but are merely graced 
with a listing of their own). 

Two endearing facets of the 
Bijou CD-ROM Catalog, which is 
compatible with both Mac and 
Windows platforms, are its typos, 
lovingly carried over from the 
printed version of the catalog, and 
the personal quality of its reviews. 
Though unsigned, they display an 
aficionado’s enthusiastic love of 
the medium, frequently pointing 
out delectable moments, bio¬ 
graphical tidbits, and achieve¬ 
ments in the art. 

The Bijou Video CD-ROM 
Catalog’s only limitation is that it 
doesn’t represent every company 
producing porn. Still, it is the most 
comprehensive research tool cur¬ 
rently available on its subject. T

possibly high heels or choreo¬ 
graphed into lipstick lesbian cat- 
fights, there’s less a sense of vic- 
timhood than of subversive sister¬ 
hood. In a 1971 spread, for exam¬ 
ple, a ringleted Xena type with 
well-manicured nails seems to 
have rescued a babe in a rainbow 
sweater and brightly colored 
lederhosen, while a 1973 photo 
echoes Sharon Stone’s classic leg¬ 
crossing scene in Basic Instinct, 
only here the model exudes the 
same kind of power — while 
wearing a blindfold. The fact that 
nearly all these pictures were shot 
for women’s magazines whips the 
gender gaze issue into a frothy 
cocktail. The kinky, Newtonian 
brand of sexuality has a similar 
intoxicating effect. 

The scenarios, which Newton 
often devised with his wife June, 
give vision to a range of carnal 
fantasies: Power-suited women 
parading around a posse of 
Speedo-clad hunks; a well-jeweled 
woman displays her hunger as she 
carves up a roasted chicken with a 
variety of sharp implements; a 
dominatrix bosses a crowd of pa¬ 
parazzi at Cannes; a lithe woman 
in a suit lights the cigarette of a 
femme pal with same-sex brava¬ 
do; a group of businessmen wine 
and dine an expensively dressed 
mannequin. These perversely sug¬ 
gestive images remind how much 
freer European editorial standards 
are in the sexuality department. 
His 1975 “Story of Ohhh” spread 
in U.S. Vogue, a bisexual romp 
with lots of breast groping and 
hints of bestiality, apparently 
shocked the American public. Ac¬ 
cording to the photographer, it 
imbued Newton with his bad boy 
image. “This was the beginning of 
my notoriety and I never looked 
back.” 

In the brief texts peppered 
through the book, Newton, now 
78 years old and still working, 
doesn’t seem to stop much to re¬ 
flect. He just thanks his editors 
and offers entertaining anecdotes 
about some of the more elaborate 
pictures. Sometimes Newton’s 
pragmatic approach may come 
off sounding crass — he describes 
the model for his first assignment 
for French Vogue as “a real 
Frenchie-looking girl.” But he 
doesn’t need to say much, as his 
pictures speak quite confidently 
on their own. They wholly attest 
to his admission that “During my 
whole life as a photographer the 
printed page was my dynamo.” 
The 500 graciously glossy pages 
we get here are as dynamic as it 
gets. T
